DAVIES’ OPINION. 


Mr. L. H. Davies, M. P., the leader of 
the Grita in Prince Edward Island, has 
given his opinion of unrestricted reciprocity 
and commorctal union, which we recom- 
mend to ourreaders. Here is what he says : 

** Under Commercia} Union trade would 

flow freely between this country and the 
United States, as it flows betweon the sev- 
eral States ; while, as against the rest of the 
world, theré would be a uniform tariff to 
be mutually a upon by the two coun- 
tries comprised in the union. ‘Unrestrict- 
ed Reciprocity’ would differ from Commer- 
cial Union in this respect, that while under 
it there would be perfectly free trade be 
tween the two countries, each country 
would retain the right to frame its own tar- 
iff as againat the rest of the world. Canada, 
for instance, might have a 26 per cont. tar 
if, while that of the United States might 
be one of 35 per cent. The immediate 
consequence would be that imports to the 
United States, instead of being carried to 
the great porta of the United States, would 
be taken to the States by way of Montreal. 
To this the States, whose people are not 
arrant fools, would never consent. And 
Unrestricted Reciprocity, although it would 
suit us as well as Commercial Union, was 
therefore IMPRACTICABLE,”’ 

Take the converse of this argument, and 
what have we! If unrestricted reciprocity 
would drive all the trade from United States 
ports to Montreal—to which, Mr. Davies 
says, the people of the United States are 
not such ‘‘arrant fools” as to consent—then 
the adoption of Commercial Union would 
take away from Montreal, and other Cana- 
dian ports, all the trade now enjoyed by 
Canada to American ports; and the people 
of Canada are, in the opinion of such men 
as Mr. Davies and other Commercial Union- 
ists, ‘‘arrant fuols” enough to consent to the 
adoption of a policy which, they say, would 
have the effect of ruining them.” Perhaps 
they are —we doubt it.

It sceus to mo that 
must be their objectand aim Whether they 
believe it or not. 

The area as laid down is as follows “On- 
tario 197,000 square milos,(Quebeo 188,000, 
New Brunswick 27,000, Nova Scotia 21.- 
000, Prince Edward Island 2,133, British 
Columbia 341,000 and Manitoba and the 
North-West. Territories 2,800,000 square 
miles." The writer then gives comparisons 
as follows; ‘*Oatario is larger than Spain, 
nearly as large as France, nearly as large 
as the great German Empire, as large oa 
Sweden, Denmark and Belgium, and larger 
than Italy, Switzerland, Denmark, Belgium 
and Portugal.” 

‘Quebec is as large as Norway, Holland, 
Portugal and Switzerland, British Oolym- 
bia is as large as Franco, Norway and Bel- 
gium. Nove Scotia and New Brunawick 
are a3 largo as) Portugal and Denmark. 
Outario and Quebec are nearly us large as 
Franco, Ita'y, Portugal, Holland and Bel- 
gium, Canada is forty times aa large as 
England, Wales and Scotland combined. 
New South Wales contains an area of 
309,175 square miles,and is larger than 
France, lusly and Sicily ; and yet Canada 
would inske wleven countries the size of 
New South Wales.” 

Is it not wonderful to think of the mag 
nitude of our country. 

‘* Brieh India is large enough to con- 
taiu a population of 250,000,000, and yet 
three British Indias could be carved out of 
Cavada and still have enough to make a 
Queensland und a Victoria,” 

All bail to Canada, I say, Who would 
barier such a noble country as we have for 
silver and yold,or for the suke of obtaining 
Wimat & Co,’s promise of more moncy for 
our barley, horses, cattle, &e.? I feelsure 
our farmérs won't when they give the sub- 
ject their serious consideration. Just look 
at the dimensions of Canada. We could 
put the whole United States in our midat 
and have an area of 127,000 equare miles 
left, enough to form a large population, or 
giving us an area of two and a half times 
that of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island and 1,671 miles 
to the good, 

Next we have our noble lakes and rivers, 
first, ‘‘Lake Superior 420 miles long, Lake 
Huron 280 miles, Lake Erie embraces a 
circuit of 700 ‘niiles, and descending the 
Niagara, the combined water of the upper 
lakes pours over the glorious cataract of 
that mighty river at the rate of 18,000,000 
cubic feet, 700,000 tons a minute. Lake 
Ontario the smallest of the chain is 180 
miles long, and embraces a circuit of 600 
miles, These fresh water seas, together 
with the majestic St. Lawrence,form an un 
broken water communication for 2,140 
miles,” :

Bishop Cleary, 
PARTING WOKDS ON THE PUBLIC SCHOOL 


QUESTION—WHAT HE SAYS TO THE FEMALE 
YOUTH OF CANADA, 


_Kixostoy, November 30,—Bishop Cleary 
will be in Rome for a couple of months. 
He has appointed Mgr, Farrelly, of Belle- 
ville, adminstrator. Ln reply to his priests, 
the Bishop speaks of the late difticulties 
with the Kingston school board. He 
points out that many of his priests, nuns 
and most ardent Catholic members and 
school teachers received their education in 
the public schools, and adds: “In view 
of statements circulated, I deom it right 
toask you to inform your congregation 
that the withdrawal of all Catholic pupils 
from the public schools of Kingston, in 
accordance with iny pastoral instruction, 
in nowise affects the relations of the church 
with the public schools of the diocese, be- 
cause episcopal actionin the city has been 
determined by causes wholly exceptional 
and exclusively pertaining to the actual 
adminstration of the public schools in the 
city. I contdently hope and expect that 
the gentlemen who constitute the board of 
trustees for the direction of the public 
schools in your respective districts wiil 
never aflord the same grounds of com- 
plaint as the public school board of King- 
ston has unhappily supplied. I have 
never heard of similar conduct in any of 
the miasions. You have always reported 
to me that the Jittle ones are fairly treat- 
od by the teachers and trustees without 
bigutry or insult of religion, May this 
continue to be the rule everywhere, Say 
especially to young females who have come 
out of the public schools that the Bishop 
does not believe that. they or their com- 
panions of the Protestant faith or the fo- 
male youth of Canada in general are eichor 
“immodest” or ‘timmoral.” Assure thom 
that if the Bishop of Kingston should ever 
hear suchin Canada or élsowhero he is 
prepared to stand up and indignantly repel 
and offer the testimony of his seven years 
experience of Canadian life and his fulness 
of the belief that the linputation is un- 
warranted and untrue.

The Council reaumed at 2 p, m 
| Mr. Verwi'yeo, Chairman of the Bridges 
Committee, reported as follows 
The amount spent up to the June session 
on bridges wae 24,885 31 Since the June 
soseion $4,036.87, a total of $8,022.18 
That $400 be expended upon the filling 
in of Bluck Creek bridge, or se much of it 
as mney be deemed wise by, the Chairman 
of thie committee

Your committees beg also todraw the at- 
tention of the council to the fact that up 
to Jap. Lat '84 ouly $4,220) 12 had been 
spent in permanent improvements in the 
county,

upon permanent work of another character

Mr. Vermilyea explained that stone 
piers Jaid with cement had been built at 
Marmvra to support a newiron bridge to 
be built next summer, He had not intend- 
ed to do the work this year, but the water 
was very low and it was estimated that tne 
piers could be built at about $500 leas than 
they could be built pextaeason ; then the 
builder agreed to wait until next year tor 
his pay. 

Mr. Carscallen spoke of the excellence 
ofthe work, saying it was a credit to the 
builder and the county. 

Mr, Ashley suggested that as complaints 
had been made through the press of the 
inconveniences of the iron bridye at Hay- 
den’s Corners on account of its nearness to 
the railway track, perhaps the Bridge 
Committee could use it somewhere else and 
put a wider bridge in its place. 

Mr, Vermilyea said he had noticed the 
comment and he thought correspondents to 
the press should be required to attach their 
signatures. The committee built the bridge 
deliberately and he believed that if the 
bridge were to be built over again it would 
be put up thd same width. 

Mr, W. R. Aylsworth and the Warden 
apoke of the excellence of the improvements 
made by the Bridges Committee. and 
thought the course they had adopted of 
making permanent improvements was in 
the best interest of the County and should 
be encouraged, 

The report was adopted, 

Mr, Kavanagh moved that the Inspector 
of Schoo!s for North Hastings be instruct- 
ed to apportion the County poor school 
byank as the Government grant has been 

ivided, 

Mr. McIntosh, inspector for the North 
Riding, explained that the grant would be 
distributed on the basis of the rates of sec- 
tion taxation as certifiedto by the town- 
ship clerks. 

Mr, Isaac Richarda of Murray Township, 
addressed the Council, presenting his claim 
for $125 compensation for damages sus- 
tained by his waggon and horses by being 
crowded over the embankment at the 
Frankford bridge. 

The Council was of the opinion that the 
road was sutliciently wide at the point 
where the accident occurred. Mr. Rich 
ards, it was thought, had a good case 
against the person who crowded him from 
the roadway if he could be found. The 
petition was not entertained, 

A number of accounts were paesed and 
oe Council adjourned until 10 a.m. Thurs- 

ay. 


THURSDAY FORENOON, 

Council resumed; pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. 

Mr. Ashley, Chairman of the special Com- 
mittee to arrange Administration of Justice 
accounts with the Town of Trenton, report- 
ed that the Committee met in September 
last, and examined the agreement between 
the Town of Trenton and the County, and 
found that the term of the agreement would 
not expire until the 31st Dec., 1888, 

That in consequence of said agreement 
not terminating before the end of next year, 
the accounts of the experse of Adininistra- 
tion of Justice were not gone into, as in all 
probability the greater part of the work 
would haye to be gone over again, 

Mr. Vermilyea said if the committee had 
succeeded in unearthing the old agreement 
between the county and town they had 
done & good work, as it had previously 
been searched for in yain and without it 
there was no basis upon which to proceed 
in future arrangements. The report waa 
adopted. 

Mr, W. R. Aylsworth, Chairman of the 
committee appointed to enquire into the 
County Registrar's securities,reported that 
they met the Registrar <and Jearned from 
him that this year he had paid a consider- 
able sum forced on him and that the best 
he could do in the county mortgage this 
year, without asacrifice of his property, 
would be to pay the interest in full and 
$250 on the principal, 

_ That the Registrar has good hope of sell- 
ing some of his property,so as to reduce the

When the tuber grows in 
water, or in a wet soil, the cork-layer thick 
ens at various points, producing many little 
warts on the surface, and rendering the 
cuticle less resistant of decay, If the ex- 
cess of water continues for a considerable 
time, decay sets in and the starch and 
tissues of the tuber become discolored. But 
if the decay is arrested, the cork-Jayer 
forms between the dacayed and healthy | 
parts and the potato is scabby.” 


LEAVING Paxrsnips fT) Freeze.—lt is a 


| mistake to harvest parsnips too early. This 


is a crop which elightly freezing decidedly 


| improves in quality, taking off a rank taste 


whivh roots grown on rich ground often 
have. Parsnips are often left in the ground 


| all winter without being injured ; but they 


must be got out very early in the spring, as 


| after new growth begins the root becomes 


strong in taste, and even poisonous. After | 
one or two frosts, enough should be got in 
the cellar to last through the winter, when 
those left in the garden cannot be dug. It 
is necessary to cover them well with soil, 
to prevent the roots from drying up, or the 
top from sprouting on account of too high 
temperature. 

Kconomizino Leat.—Coal is advancing 
in price, aad it behoves all who purchase 
fuel to mabe it go as fac as possible, There 
is much difference in stoves in this respect, 
some burning coal to ashes, with little 
waste. A coal sifter to save the cinders is , 
an important item in household economy, 
(Juite as important as this is banking around 
cellar walls, and stopping crevices above 
the basement. By these means heat may 
be keptin, though it is not safe to do this 
at the expense of thorough ventilation.

OUR FURBIGN TRADE, 


The Mail is still shedding crocodile tears 

over the alleged unhealthy condition of our 
oreign trade, In a recent issue it said ; 

Our foreign trade, yy the way, isnot in 
a healthy condition. It cannot be, under 
a tariff system devised to check im- 
ports. Since 1873, as we have more than 
once shown, the foreign trade of Canada 
has not responded in any adequate degree 
to the stimulus which has been applied to 
it in the shape of the expenditure by the 
Federal Government of over $125,000,000 
of borrowed money on railways and other 
public works. It may fairly be objected 
that the year 1873 was the yoar of greatest 
inflation in a cycle of inflation; and that, 
measuring by quantities and not by values, 
a trade of $189,000,000 in 1856 was quite as 
large as a trade of $217,000,000 then. 
Granting this point, we still contend that, 
considering the yast outlay wo have made 
and the increase that bas taken place in 
onr population since 1873 in spite of the 
exodus, we had aright to expect a con- 
siderable expansion in the volume of ex 
ports and imports; and, not having ex 
péerienced it, are warranted in saying that 
our progress in this important direction has 
not been altogether satisfactory. 

Some weeks ago we charged that the 
Mail's assertions in this regard are decep- 
tive and intended to daceive, because Can- 
ada has not alone experienced a lessening of 
her foreign trade, The authority upon 
which we made this statement was ‘* The 
Statistical Abstract and Record (of Can- 
‘ada) for the year 1886," and ** The Annual 
Report and Statements of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics on the Commerce and 
Navigation of the United States for the 
fiscal yoar ending June 30, 1886." The 
facts, gathered from these cflicial publica- 
tions, were as follows : , 

During the years 1878, 74, 75, 82, 83, 
$4, 85 and 87 our foreign trade was above 
the average—the largeat figures having 
been reached in '83. The average was 
reached in $1, and the other years, includ- 
ing 86, were/below theaverage. According 
toan uncfiicial statement, our trade for- 
1886-7 was above the average. 

There was a seeming decline in the fiscal 
year 1885 6 of $3 72 per head on imports 
and $2.68 on exports from the average 
since confederation; but the decline is 
largely owing to a decrease in values, and 
the inference that Canada is worse off than 
the rest of the world in that regard is false. 
The trade of Great Britain was in round 
numbers, $14 per head less in 1885 than in 
1883, that of France $10 per head less in 
1885 than in 1882, and that of the United 
States about $4 per head lessin 1885 than 
1883. Canada’s showing is therefore no 
worse than that of the greatest trading 
nations of the world as to reduction in 
volume of trade, whilst her total trade per 
head of the population is $39.56 annually 
against $22.43 for the United States, or 
virtually twice as large. In imports we 
exceed our neighbors by $10.94 and in ex- 
ports by $6.19 per head. 

These facts and figures are known to 
the Mail, but it deliberately supprease, 
them and loudly asserts that the opponents 
of the fad have nothing but assertion to 
offer in opposition toit. The causa which 
requires a resort to such tactics will never 
secure the support of the people of Canada.

‘T'was Mr. Wiman said it, In a 
published letter Mr, Wiman said that “the 
result would be that by the operation ofa uni- 
form continents tariff, equal in height to 
that always prevailing inthe United States, 
the gouda and merchandise of all foreign 
countries, including Great Britain, would 
be discriminated against in favor of Ameri- 
can manbfactures.”

Canadian Live Cattlo Trado |

enormous proportions of the trade in live 
stock and dead meat imported into Eng | 
land from d‘fferent parte of the world havo 
been attained only during tho last 16 or 
16 yoars lu 1870 Me, Dyke, tho Canad 
ian Government agent at Liverpool, actiog 
for the Department, was making inquiries 
with a view to ascertain the possibility cf 


eatablishing such a trade, Previous to that 
timea fairly profitable business had been 
dove from Canada in salted beef ; but 

this was threatened by the Chicago canned 

meat trade, aud honce Mr, Dyko's inatruc- 

tions and the ostablishmont of the trade 
which has grown so rapidly. Our file of 
Canadian papers shows that during the last 
LI years (up to Oot, 22, 1887) no less than 

489,844 head of cattle and 660,190 shoep 
have been exported from the Dominion, 
and it needs no words to show the benefit 
which must have accrued to the Canadian 
farmers from the opening up and develop- 
mont of such a trade, Within the last two 
or three weeks, however, anothor phase of 
this trade has developed. By the opening 
of the Canadian Pacific Riilway the ran- 
ches of the district of Alberta have become 
accessible, and near this vast territory 
(which some ten years ago was denizoned 
by the buffalo) there are upwards of 100,- 
000 head of cattle of a very good class, 
They haye boon graded up by the intro- 
duction of pedigree bulls from the leading 
herds in thia country, The first lot of 
ateors from these ranches have just arrived 
and have been disposed of in London, 
where they have realised, considering the 
extremely Jow price ruling in the market, 
the very handsome average of £16 per 
head. As the rent of the land is only one 
cent per acre (and it is calculated that ten 
acres will carry a bullock) it will be seen 
that Lord Waldron, Earl Latham, Lord 
Skelmersdale, Sir Francis de Winton, Mr, 
Staveley Hill, Q C.,M.P., and other cap- 
italists inthis venture will realise enor- 
mous profits, The eflect of this new source 
of supply upon British and other meat 
producers, including the older provinces of 
Canada, will be watched with much in- 
terest,—Liverpool Journal of Commerce.

It is 
not improbable that,on the whole, they had 
a much better case than the Conservatives, 
but they had lost heart and thrown up the 
sponge. Take the case of West Huron for 
an example, On tho return of Mr, Porter 
by a small majority, the Liberals protested 
on the ground of corruption, claiming to be 
able to prove fully ofe hundred cases of 
bribery. Une thousand dollars was raised to 
prosecute the case, the’petition was entered, 
and there was to be a great exposure of the 
immorality of the campaign as conducted by 
the Conservatives. Within a few days of 
the date fixed for the trial the protest was 
withdrawn. It was explained in the Huron 
Signal, the Goderich organ of the Liberals, 
that this course was taken owing to the de- 
termination of Mr. M.C. Cameron, the de- 
feated Liberal candidate and former mem 
ber, to retire from political life altogeuher. 
It would appear, therofore, that aving 
loat all hopes of electing a Liberal candi- 
date, the Liberal party had lost that great 
solicitude in the interests of morality, 
which they claimed as their motive in pro- 
posing to contest the election. The fact of 
the matter is, that when the Liberals drop- 
their free trade and anti-monopolistic 
principles, they did a thing which shamed 
themselves,’and which, when defeat follow- 
ed, left them without anything to fall back 
upon, without even the sense of honor 
which made them so cheerful under the 
smashing defeat of 1878. They made a 
fight in Haldimand, but as there were no 
principles and no policy at atake they lost. 
The result of this defeat seems to be that 
the party, as a party, isno longer in the 
field. In EastNorthumberland the Liberal 
cindidate has come out as a Commercial 
Unionist, pure and simple. The Liberal 
organs hold that he will lose the votes of 
Liberal non-commercial unionists, without 
gaining thoge of the Conservative commer- 
cial unionists, and that is not unlikely. 
The time seems ripe for the organization of 
a party which will not be afraid to face liv- 
ing issues. Lf Mr. Laurier will not write 
prohibition and commercial union on his 
standard, the country is waiting for the 
man who will come before them witha 
positive policy, There are constant defec- 
tions of manufacuring Liberals to the Pro- 
tectionist party and without some positive 
rallying cries all opposition to that party 
will become fatile. 


The Witness is right. Its party, having 
no such thing as principle to guide it, is 
going down hill. 

But how with the Witness itself? It 
advocates free trade, but it also supports 
commercial union, which involves the most 
stringent protection against all countries 
excepting the United States. What sort

By sec. 8, the Revised[Statutes are 
not to be held to operate as new laws but 
shall be construed and have effect as a 
consolidation and as declaratory of the law 
in the Acts repealed for-which the Revised 
statutes are substituted; butif on any point 
the provisions of the revision are not in of- 
fect the samo as the earlier Acts, then the 
revision shall prevail as to all matters 
subsequent to thoir taking effect, and as to 
all prior matters the provisions of the re- 
pealed Acts remain in force. See also In. 
terpretation Act, 0. S. C., chap 1, sec. 7 
(61.) The effect of the revision, though in 
form repealing the Acts consolidated, 1s 
really to preserve thom in unbroken con- 
tinuity. The pointin hand was long ogo 
passed upon by a jurist of highest repute, 
Shaw, ©.J. in Wright v. Oakley, 6 Met. 
(Mass ) at p. 406, from which 1 quote his 
words: ‘In terms, the whole body of the 
statute law was repealed; but these repeals 
went into operation simultaneously with 
the Rovised Stautes, which were substi- 
tuted for them, with such moditications as 
were inteudid to be made by that revision. 
There was no moment ia which the repeal- 
ing Act stood in force, without being re- 
placed by the corresponding provisions of 
the Revised Statutes, In practical opera- 
tion and off ct, therefore, they are rather 
to bs considered as a contiouance and 
moditication of old laws thanas an abroga- 
tion of those old, and the re enactment of 
new ones.” 

This canon of construction was accepted 
by the Superior Court of the United States 
in Steamspip Company y. Jolifle, 2 Wall, 
at p. 466, aud has been uniformly recogniz 
ed throoghout the American courts, See 
decision of the Chancellor in Middleton v. 
New Jersey West Line R. W, Company,11 
C. E. Green at p. 273, aflirmed in appeal 
(sub nom) Randolph y. Larned, 12 1b. at p. 
303. The adoption, therefore, of the 
Canada Temperance Act by the muuici 
pality of Frontenac has not been changed 
or interfered with by the revision of the 
statutes. The alterations made in the 
phraseology of the Act (many of which 
have been pointed out by Mr. Agnew) are 
uot vital, and do not materially change its 
character or effect. The scope and effect 
of the statute as a prohibitory measure re- 
mains substantially the same, and [ can 
find no good reason for saying that the 
county is exempt from its operation.

A RUMOR THAT IT WILL SIT FOR THE LAST 
TIME ON SATURDAY—WHAT THE 
PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE WILL 
CONTAIN, 

New York, December 2.—The Z'ribune's 
Washington special says: There is an im- 
pression prevailing that the Fisheries Com- 
mission will sit for the last time on Satur- 
day next. Itis based upon the- report 
that one of the Canadian Commissioners 
asserted at one of the dinners recently 
given to themthat all of the Commissioners 
would eat their Christmas dinners at home. 
It indicates, too, that the negotiation of 
& new treaty has been found impracticable, 
a result said to be favored by Mr, 
Bayard, whois represented as despair- 
ing of getting a treaty acted upon by the 
Senate in its present temper. What 
the Presiden’ will probably be able to 
announce in his message is that the Com- 
mission has agreed upon an interpretation 
of the treaty of 1818. The ratification 
of the extradition treaty with Great 
Britain is to be urged by the President. 
A revision of the naturalization laws, the 
establishment of acentral bureau for the 
registration of naturalized citizens and a 
hint as to the advisability of restricting, by 
federal statute immigration of an undesir 
able kind are, among the topics discussed 
by the President in view of the recent an- 
archist demonstrations in various parts of 
the country. A letter received from George 
William Curtis, is said to have insured the 
insertion of a forcible argument ‘in the 
President’s measage in behalf of the adop- 
tion of some measure covéring the copy- 
right question. The abolition of the tax on 
works of art is again urged. In a general 
and very guarded way the President re- 
commet.ds, it is understood, a liberal on- 
largement of the free list, mentioning, 
however, by nate none of the articles 
which, in his opinion, ought to be placed 
there. It is well known, though,that wool, 
saltand lumber are amovg the articles 
which, in his opinion, ought to be on the 
list. He willagain ask Congress to repeal 
the act making the coinage of silver dollars 
compulsory and recommends instead that 
discretionary powers be given to tho 
Secretary of the Treasury. Tho President 
will, in a cautious way, recommend a liber- 
al system of appropriations for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi River. A good part 
of the message is devoted to the Indian 
question, and suggestions are made for a 
modification of the severalty act in con- 
formity with the experience of last summer. 
The repeal of the pre-emption and timber 
culture acts is urged in the strongest terms, 
Tho necessity of preserving the national 
forests i# also pointed out. The president 
will allude to the desirability of a roator- 
ation of American commerce on the high 
sens by the adoption of a more liberal 
bet f towards neighboring nations. The

MR. SKINNER ON THE CANADIAN 
* CUNSTITUTION. 


Mr, George A. Skinner, as ia evidenced 
by a letter over his signature which appears 
in another column, has taken our advice to 
study the Constitution of our country. We 
opine that the result is not such as he 
imagines—namely a triumph over his old 
political friend the [NTeLLIazNceK—not 
such, indeed, as he will, on mature con- 
sideration, congratulate himself upon. 

Mr, Skinner has, in fact, in his haste to 
prove himself superior to our friendly coun- 
sel, discovered a veritable ‘‘ mare's nest.” 
He has learned; from an authority which 
he does not name, that Canada has the 
power to make her own tarifis—a fact 
which nobody has for a long time doubted 
—but he has failed to show that the Britirh 
authorities have abandoned the right of 
veto. We advise him to continue his 
studies on this branch of the subject, taking 
into account the fact that Canada is not as 
yet independent, but a portion of the 
British Empire. . 

With the object of assisting him in his 

researches, we present the following re- 
marks of Sir John A. Macdonald—a pretty 
good authority—made less than six months 
ago: 
“The tariff of Canada cannot be so ad- 
justed as to admit of free trade between 
her and the United States while England 
is shut out from our market. That is what 
commercial union with the United States 
would mean,and that will never occur 
while Canada is a part of England. We 
are at liberty to become a part of the Unit- 
ed States. If we were unanimously in 
favor ofannexation 1 do not think Eng- 
land would attempt to restrain us, but we 
would not be unauimous; there would be 
two parties, one loyal to England and one 
in favor of annexation. Ths usual result 
would follow. Ifthe country were of one 
mind there would be no interference, but 
if there were loyalists who objected to an 
nexation England would do as she always 
has done, come to their rescue and under- 
take their quarrel. lf the United States 
saw fit to discriminate, like Canada, in fa- 
yor of England, then commercial union 
might be possible ; but that will not be.” 

It is unnecessary to comment on the 
above, which is very clearly against Mr. 
Skinner’s contention. 

This from the Monetary Times (Mr. Skin- 
ner will observe that we name our authori- 
ties), the chief editor of which is a lawyer 
of excellent reputation in his profession 
and asa journalist, is even more explicit ; 

The Imperial Government has granted to. 
Canada full liberty of commercial! action, 
short of discriminating against herself; and 
it is not certain that she is in a position to 
go further, even ifshe were willing to do 
so. Some of her treaties with other na- 
tions, it is certain almost tie her hands, 
Discrimination againat herself would in- 
clude discrimination against all other coun- 
tries, the United States excepted ; and to 
this other nations, under existing treaties, 
may be in a position to object. Itis pro- 
bable, almost certain, that they would ob- 


ect. 

The Hon. George Brown—one of the 
“fathers of Confederation’’—was also an 
undeniably good authority, and he aaid 
through the Glube in 1870: 

‘But the discussion concerning the Zoll- 
verein cannot be carried onin cold blood, 
as though only material considerations were 
at stake, because it is palpable to the mean- 
est understanding that the design of the 
Montreal agitators is to bring about annex- 
ation. In the first place it is evident that 
no English statesman could hold office for 
az: hour who should consent to let Canada 
discriminate against British goods while 
Great Britain remained charged with the 
defence of the Dominion. 

Mr. Brown also said, in his speech in 
the Senate in March 1875, concerning his 
negotiations at Washington (in conjunction 
with the then British Minister), with Mr. 
Fish, the U. 8. Secretary of State, for a 
reciprocity treaty : 

Mr. Fish suggested the addition of man- 
ufactures to tho free list of the proposed 
treaty, and here is the reply that was made 
as officially recorded : 

"In regard t) the addition of cortain classes 
of manulactures to the free list under the old 
treaty, we reminded Mr. Fish thatthe revenne 
of the Canadian Dominion was largely obtained 
from a \5 per cent ad valorem duty on manu 
factured gooda, and that any articles made free 
in Canada under agreement wih any foreign 
coun ry, MUST be made free te Great Lritain.”

Canada and Her Kesources, 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer : 

Acoorling to promise in my letter of the 
30.h ultimo, 1 vow quote from D. E, Cam 
erop, Bsq.,as published in the Methodist 
Magazine, for December, as follows : 

“Our fisheries are the richeet in the 
world. The deep sea fisheries of Canada, 
including those of Newfoundland, yielded 
in 1881 the enormous product of $20,000,- 
OLD, or abs ut double the average value of 
the fisheries of the United States,and near- 
ly equal in value tothe whole produce of 
the british European fisheries. In 1885, 
the fisheries of Canada alone yielded near- 
ly $18,000,000,"" Are they not worth pre- 
serving against American fishermen, or 
shall we throw them free for Wiman and 
Butterworth and their friends to take our 
fish? No, certainly not. 

‘Our magnificent forests are of immense 
value, and contain no less than 69 different 
varicties of wood. In 1885 our exports of 
the forest amounted tu $21,000,000.” 

Then again let us look at our valuable 
coal mines, ‘*In Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, British Columbia and the Northweat 
Territories, our coal areus are estimated at 
upwards of 100,000 square miles, not in- 
cluding areas known but as yet quite unde 
veloped in the far north.” 

We now come down to the ‘‘precious 
metals,” first gold. “ The gold mines of 
British Columbia have yielded during the 
past twenty five years over $50,000,000 
worth of the precious metal, while Nova 
Scotia has, pp to the present, produced 
$8,000,000 worth.” Of “‘silyer, iron, lead, 
copper and other metals,” J need only to 
atate there is a superabundant supply. 
Again we have “tan abundant rupply of 
oil to throw light upon the subject.” 

Again ‘‘Iu agriculture our possibilities 
are practically unlimited.” Mr, Cameron 
states in reference to cheese that *‘ we ex- 
ported in 1885 over 86,000,000 pounds,” 
that the capital investedin Ontario alone 
“in agriculture, including farm ~ lands, 
farm stock and implements, amounts to the 
enormous sum of $1,000,009,000, as com- 
pared with $80,000,000 invested in manu- 
factures.” 

Please look atthe capital exp»nded in 
railroads, ‘tin 1844 Canada had 14 miles_of 
railroad, At Confederation, jn 1867, they 
had increased to 2,400 miles. Today we 
have upwards of 12,000 miles in operation, 
representing the enormous value of over 
625,000,000." Who dare say we are not 
an aggressive and a prosperous country, 

Again, ** in 1868 we had but 8,500 miles 
of electric telegraph. ‘To-day we have over 
50,000 miles, besides an important and 

rowing telephone gervice,’’ These wonder- 
ul inventions have done much to help for- 
ward the progress at Canada. 

I now turn to the trade of Canada. ‘In 
1868, the first year of Confederation, our 
total trade was $131,000,000, in 1883 it 
had grown to $230,000,000, an increase of 
$100,000,000, or an average of nearly $7,- 
000,000 a year.” Surely here is great 
gause for encouragement. 

Our noblo school system I will not en- 
ter into. 

Our banking capital ‘* was in 1870, $30,- 
000,000. To-day, including reserves, it 
amounts to $80,000,000, an increase of 
oyer 250 per cont.” The notes of charter- 
ed banks in circulation amount to about 
$53,000,000. In 1868, the deposits by the 
people in the chartered and sayings banks 
were $87,000,000, To-day they amount to 
no leas a sum than $148,500,000, an in- 
crease of over 400 per cent."’ “Who will 
say aught against our bark capital or de- 
posits’ If the people of Canada, as a 
general thing were not prosperous, the de- 
positors could not have so large a sum as 
$148,500,000 in bank at low rates of in- 
terest, and upon which they can draw on if 
needed. True every one has not money on 
deposit in our banks, if not whose fault ins 
it?) 1 must, however, be brief and will now 
gay that with our magnificent lake and 
river communication, our 12,000 miles of 
railway in operation and our 73 miles of 
canals at a cost of nearly $90,090,000,ought 
wo notto bethankful that ‘tour lot has 
fallon in" Canada and that we “have o 
goodly heritage,”

COMMERCIAL UNION ITEMS. 


Little faith as we have in Mr. J. D. Kd- 
gar, the general manipulator of the Grit 
party, or his powers or intentions tor good, 
there is no denying the truth of his utter 
ance when he said that ** the early, sudden 
and complete removal of duties upon man- 
ufactured goods would have a serious effect 
upon the trade of Canada." Tho effect 
would be so serious that it would paralyze 
all industry, produce stagnation of all busi- 
ness, and throw the country back to such 
an extent that it would never recover within 
the lifetime of the present generation. He 
has in this one instance struck the right 
chord. Let him and his party play upon it, 
and they will do much to redeem their lost 
prestige.

tainly there is One delusion still cherished 
by our Grit friends that should have been 
dead longago. Itis that they can create 
and keep alive in Canadaan anti-Canadian 
sentiment. 

During the general election of 1878 and 
for some years thereafter, they attempted 
to kill the Canadian sentiment that de- 
manded tariff protection for our people 
against unfair foreign competition, by 
appealing to British traditions, British 
opinions and British interests. To hear 
them talkat that time one would have 
imagined that their one end and aim in 
life was to make Oanada thoroughly 
British,—in fact to make her a preserve 
of British manufacturers. At that time 
it was deemed the acmo of Tory audacity 
to propose a 26 percent tariff on British 
goods. The Governor-General was ad- 
vised to refuse his assent to the National 
Policy tariff. The Imperial Government 
was even appealed to, to exercise its powers 
to defeat the will of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Canadian House of Commons, 
fresh from the people. Indeed Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, the then leader of the Grit party, 
declared in parliament that if he were the 
British Government he would teach the Ca- 
nadians a lesson for thus daring to impose 
high daties on British goods, with the view 
of building up factories and mills in Canada. 
But all this anti-Canadian clamor failed, and 
failed lamentably. The people of Oanada 
treated it with the contempt it deserved. 
They knew that they were not discriminat- 
ing against the mother country in any way; 
that the products of her factories were given 
the same chance as the products of any oth- 
er nation’s factories; and that in the end 
the Empire would be the gainer by the in- 
dustrial development of Canada, and the 
prosperity thac that industrial development 
would certainly promote. So they turned 
a deaf ear t6 the Grit cry to ‘stop work,” 
and went on with determined purpose in 
the labor of nation building. 

To day we find these very same men en- 
aged in another anti-Canadian crusade. 
ut this time they are not appealing to our 

British sympathies, or to imperial preroga- 
tives, On the contrary they are now fight- 
ing the battle of a few Yankee monopolists, 
and want to reduce Canada to the position 
of a vassal of the United States.

Thomas 
Cambridge, son, interviewed parties on 
both sides for his travelling expenses, 
Finally Noble was seen, and an intimation 
was mado that tho father would be loaned 
the money. ‘I thought it a crooked way 
todo tho thing,” said witness, **but ho 
took the money from his father, who had 
signed the note.” 

Witness said that it ran through his 
mind that the money be was to get was for 
his yote.

E. H. Smythe, president of the Con- 
servative Association, gave evidence as to 
the agency of Isaac Noble. 

After adjournment charges 14, 15 and 
56 were taken up, alleged bribery by 
Thomas Boyd. 

E. Dougherty, sworn, deposed as fol- 
lows :—Lam a voter. I met Thomas 
Boyd, who is a butcher, and he told me 
that he had a lot of money up and wanted 
me to vote for ‘John A.” Ge said he 
could get me a “piece” if I voted right. I 
asked him how much. He said $10, I 
said I would see Smith, I saw him, and 
we agreed to take it We got intoa wag- 
gon with Boyd and found two envelopes 
there containing $10 each. We each got 
one. Boyd put them there. Boyd got it 
from Henry Wilkinson, 

Cross examined :— 

He would not say he had never sold his 
vote before. He had not got the envelope 
with the money in, and he did not know 
what bank the bill was on. 

Henry A, Smith corroborated the state- 
ments of the last witness. On cross-exaimn- 
ination he said he was not ashamed to sell 
his vote, and would do it again if he got 
the chance. There was a reward of $200 
offered for evidence to upset the election, 
and it was arranged that Dougherty and I 
should tell our story and get the reward. 
(Commotion in court and loud hisses.) 
Clark, who is abrother in-law to Dough- 
erty, saw Mr. Whiting and arranged it. I 
got $35, Dougherty $35 and Clark $30,and 
we were to get the balance if the election 
was voided, 

Michael Dolan was examined as to the 
agoncy of Wilkinson and Boyd, 

Henry J. Wilkinson denied absolutely 
that he had spent any money in bribery, 
and disclaimed all knowledge of the 
Dougherty affair. 

This being all the evidence on these 
charges, the judge asked Mr, Blake what 
he had to say on them, and he admitted 
that neither the charge nor the agency was 
proven, and the judge therefore dismissed 
the charges, 

Charge 67 was then taken up, referring 
to the hiring of teams by Herbert and 
Frederick A. Bibby to Conservative work 
ers. Both brothers were examined, but 
nothing was elicited and the charge was 
dismissed. 

Charge 13, of payment of a sum of 
money by Henry Richardson to Thomas 
McCarty. 

Thomas McCarthy said it was a mean 
election. Nobody offered him anything or 
promised him anything for his vote. He 
had got money once from Dodd, the peti- 
tioner, (Laughter,) He did not get any- 
thing from Richardson. His wife got no- 
thing; if she did he would have known it, 

Charges 45 and 69 were then joined with 
charge 13, and Henry Richardson was ex- 
amined, but nothing of importance was 
elicited, 

A great crowd had gathered in the court- 
room in the afternoon, and there was some 
difliculty in keeping order, especially while 
Smith was giving his evidence, and the 
judge was obliged to interfere and threat- 
ened to clear the court if there was any 
furthor disturbance. 

The court adjourned at six o'clock until 
to morrow at 10 a.m, The trial will pro- 
bably last two days longer.

A Fiendish Attempt 


TO EXYLODE THE GUN COTTON TANK AT 
HALIFAX, 
Hauirax, N. 8., Doc. 9.—The officers 


of the imperial garrison are intensely 
excited over what appeared to be a deli 
borate attempt to blowup the gun cotton 
tank at George's island. Double guards 
are now patrolling the fortifications and 
orders have been given to watch all 
wharves for men attempting to land, It 
is snowing hard and it is now impossible 
to see than a few yards ahead, 
Georgo island stands in the centre of the 
harbour fortified by eighty ton guns which 
command the city citadel and harbor. 
Upon it stood the largest portions of the 
onormous stores of torpedoes, gun cotton, 
powdor, shells and so on,for which Halifax 
is the depot for North America. The gun 
cotton tank is on the east side and contain- 
od twenty tons of cotton, enough to blow 
all Llalifax to pieces, In the midst of the 
snowstorm last night a daughter of the 
sergeant in charge saw three men boring au 
auger hole into the tank.

Tho Governmont of Ontario by the hands 
of Mr. Blue has just issued 400 pages of 
what, in my opinion, exceeds in practical 
value to you any previous report by any 
department, without exception, I refer to 
the annual report cf “Tho Bureau of 
Industries for 1886." It would be well to 
know how many farmers study this work. 
Assuming that 6,000 copies are issued and 
that three-fourths are sent to farmors, the 
3,760 thus distributed do not reach one in 
every thirty of yourdolvos. How,then,can 
you know what wo a¥e doing as a section 
of a groat nation, uid whore we are in the 
world’s race of proyrias 7 

YROM THIS INTHKESTING VOLUME 
Lpropose to cull those points that to me 
appear of more than usual significanco— 
that aro largely unknown, and that demand 
your serious consideration both as individ: 
uals and profeasionally, 1 think the best 
way to do this--in place.of quoting quan- 
tities of tigures—is to, abstract the cream 
and make it take the shape of the average 
farm of the country; hetice anyone can 
place himself —above, below or ana level. 
I note here that for # certainty the facta to 
be brought out will be keenly handled in 
all other countries—especially in Britain— 
because, as yon shall soon seo, of the com- 
parative, or rather the incomparable, po- 
sitions of agriculturists there and here. 

The Province of Ontario, according to 
organized townships, has 22,000,000 acres 
of occupted land, of which about exactly 
one half is cultivated, the other half being 
under forest.

As you can see, I am assuming that the 
whole capital of $8,740 is a mortgage at 6 
per cent, If itis not, so much the. better. 
Then the actual cash payments are full, 
and even include the working hurses, In 
England the tenant speaks of three rents 
—one for the proprietor, one for himself 
and one for the farm, and considers he is 
then doing well. Youare receiving five 
rents ; butrent with usis a very indefi- 
nite and possibly an undervalued thimp in 
our rural economy ; how ‘common the 
remark that renters in Canada are best off, 
and our figures seem to support the 
position.

Anuradhapura, the most 
ancient and authentic relic of Gautama, and 
| probably the most aged tree in the wor ld, 
| has been shattered in a storm 
The facts, as related by more than one 
local correspondent of the Colombo nows 
papers, are as follows: The district of Anur 
adhapura suffered this year, as it fre quently 
does, from a continuous drought of oight 
months, On the 4th of October tho inhabi 
tants were bidden by beat of tomtom to as 
semble at the Bo tree and pray for rain. Tho 
same night, apparently before the invocation, 
the storm broke with violent wind, Ughtning, 
thunder and rain. Therein branch of the 
sacred tree was severed, lellving only a stem 
of four feet; but whether this isin height or 
in circumference is not stated, 
What remains of our present information 


similar to those paid to kings and priests, 
the most honored of mankind—it is cremated. 
This ceremony took place with full honors on 
Oct, 6. Early in the morning two men 
called kapuwas (‘‘cutters"), arrayed in suits 
of black, arrived at the tree, ‘They covered | 
up their mouths with black handkerchiefs, 
tying the ends at the back of their heads, 
and with a small crosscut saw divided the 
broken branch.” Two tomtom beaters sup- 
plied the music of their craft while the cere- 
mony proceeded, The branch was then sawn 
into convenient pieces and loaded in a cart 
“prepared for the purpose with white cloth, 
ceiling, ete,” Thus was it borne in pera hera 
(solemn procession) to the Thuparama Da- 
goba, where the cremution of the local chief 
priests is wont to be held. The ashes were 
reverently carried to the tank of Tisawewa, 
hard by, and there dissolved. Le roi est mort, 
vive le roi! the remnant of the tree now re- 
ceived its appropriate treatment, Women 
bore water for the bathing of the bleeding 
trunk, and on the following night the Pirit 
service, for the exorcism of evil spirits, was 
solemnly performed at the time honored site, 4

With these facts in possession of the read- 
er, itiseasy to understand Mr. Erastus 
Wiman’s interest in the matter of commer- 
cial union, as to which he frankly said at 
Detroit : 

Sinking out of sight the political differ- 
ence in the two countries, the products and 
trade of Canada will, in even greater 
measure, contribute to the prosperity, the 
wealth and progress of the United States, 
if with the same rapidity thoy are develop 
ed, and there is no impediment to their free 
flow in the direction which they would natur- 
ally seek, That the United States would be- 
come the\Meccatd which turns the trade of 
thé entire continent no one for a moment 
doubts at she would be enormously 
benefitted by opening up to her energy 
and enterprise the vast treasures of the best 
part of the cohtinent is as plain as that 
there is a sunin the heavens. 

Mr. Wiman is playing for a great stake. 
He w add many millions to his wealth 
if he could turn the trade of Canada to 
Staten Island ; but Canadians are not blind 
to their own interests and will contrive to 

do their own business through their own 
channels,

Discovery at Lochleven. 


A most interesting dissovery has been 
made on the northwest shore of Lochleven 
Mr. Robert Burns Begg, Who is factor on 
Kinross estate, while inve@@tigating the his 
tory of Lochleven castle, ote., directed bis 
Inquiries specially toward the discovery of 
the remains of lake dwellings around the 
loch, and after considerable inquiry and re 
search his efforts have been crowned with 
success. His attention was at first drawn to 


an accumulation of wood and stone lying at 
the bottom of the lake, on carefully examin 
ing which, some four feet under the water of 
the loch, it presented the remains of an 
ancient “crannog,” and on further research 
being made the following articles were found 
—viz., bones and teeth of animals, along with 
portions of a clay hearth;with ashes adber 
ing to it, and several pieces of sparred wood, 
with fragmenta of thick hand made crock- 
ery, 

The only other ‘‘find” was a piece of wood, 
conjectured to be the handle of a wide heckle 
for dressing flax. These articles were for- 
warded by Mr, Begg to Dr. Joseph Anderson 
of the Antiquarian museum, Edinburgh, who 
states in his letter of acknowledgment; ‘You 
have undoubtedly discovered a ‘crannog,’ 
which may possibly yield a rich harvest of 
facts to subsequent investigation. The bones 
are those of the ox and swine; possibly, also, 
deer, The only artificial thing (except the 
clay vessel) is the wooden handle of a cup, 
Scoop or ladle, The clay vessel must have 
been one of great size.” So far as ascertained 
it seems to have consisted of an oblong plat- 
form parallel with the shore—about thirty 
yards from east to west and twenty yards 
from north to south. The superstructure, 
judging from the regular order in which the 
beams are stil lying, have fallen to the bot- 
tom of the lake and the superincumbent 
layer of stones has prevented the timber from 
floating, This wood is reduced to a pulp, 
but traces of the bark are plainly discernible.

Russia Wants India. 

Barthelemy Saint-Hilaire, a noted Russian 
scholar, has made the assertion that India 
must inevitably belong to Russia. The Rus- 
siansare fast gaining a stronghold through- 
out India. There appears to be no danger of 
an immediate Anglo-Russian conflict, but if 
the present ameer should ask for British aid, 
his rival may ask Russia for bolp, and then 
there would be serious complications. Rus- 
sia’s tactics during the past ten years have 
all been made with a view toward gotting 
control of India and Central Asia. Slowly 
she pushes on, first governing as a protecto- 
rate under native chiefs until gradually she 
gets control of the territory. In India disaf- 
fection is gradually spreading among the na- 
tives, The grievances of Maharajah Dulup 
Singh, the unsuccessful ameecr, are attracting 
4 great deal of attention, and it is asserted 
openly that if Russia will foot the bill 
30,000 natives are willing to espouse his cause. 
Numerous Anglo-Indians would also be ready 
to fight against British government, The 
agitation in India is great, and there is likely 
to be, so the reports assert, more serious 
trouble than that of the terrible mutiny of 
1857. The maharajah tried to secure Eng- 
land’s aid, and when he did not succeed he 
turned to Russia. Every effort was made to 
try and prevent him from reaching Russia 
after he left England, but after many trials 
he reached Moscow, where he was received 
with marked consideration. He was a great 
favorite with the late M. Katkoff, who gave 
him material aid. There are no doubts that 
before many months have passed England 
and Russia will be quarreling about the In- 
dian territory,—Demorest’s Monthly, 


Pasteur’s Cure in Russia, 

The directorofthe Odessa Ba ological 
station has favored me with the following 
notes of the last twelve months’ operations 
for the prevention of hydrophobia under the 
Pasteurian system. Five hundred and 
twenty-one patients, some of whom came 
from Turkey, were inoculated, and thirteen 
died. 

The director divides the patients into three 
groups, the better to explain the proportion 
of fatal cases to the total number of patients 
dismissed as cured. In fifty-two cases the 
existence of rabies in the animals by which 
the patients were bitten was proved by tre- 
panning. Of these patients one died. In 
twelve cases the rabid condition of the ani- 
mals was proved by the deaths of persons 
bitten by the same animals, but who were 
not brought to the station. Of these one also 
died. There were 255 cases in which the 
patients all bitten by presumably rabid ani- 
mals had manifested signs of bydrophobia, 
Of these seven died. 

Sixteen persons weré inoculated as a pre- 
ventive measure, never having been bitten 
by animals, rabid or healthy, Dr. Gamalea, 
the director of the Odessa station, and an en- 
thusiastic disciple of M. Pasteur, has been in- 
oculated three times, once in Paris and twice 
in Odessa; nob for rabid bites, but, as he says, 
simply to give confidence to others, —London 
News,

The Woat Middlesex Election, 


Lonpon, Doo, 13,—The Strathroy Town 
Hall was packed to-day by an audionce 
eager to hear the proceedings in thetrial of 
the petition to unseat Dr. Wm, F. Roome, 
M. P. for West Middjesox, Mr, Juscice 
Falconbridge presided. Messrs. 8S. H. 
Blake, Q. C., and Mr, Holman of Toronto, 
and Alex, Stuart of Glencoe, appeared for 
John M>2Noeil the petitioner, while H, 
Becher, Q O., and W. R. Meredith of Lon- 
don, represented Dr, Roome. There are 
forty-eight charges in the case, No, 37 
being the first dealt with, in which it was 
attempted to show that W. J. Johnson, a 
Strathroy merchant, had promised Samuel 
Carroll ot Adelaide money or a valuable 
consideration if he would yote for the re- 
spondent, and that Carroll or his wife did 
get $5 on that account. 

Carroll was subjected to a close examina- 
tion, He denied being paid any money 
for his vote, but stated that he had receiv 
ed a promise from D.M. Cameron for $2 50 
for his vote on the Morgan election, Cam- 
eron, however, did not keep his word and 
witness complained to Dr. Roome, who 
said he would pay witness $2 50. 

Other witnesses examined on this charge 
were Mrs, Carrojl and John Melntosh. 

The defence of this charge comes on to- 
morrow, When the respondent will give 
evidence that Carroll is a perjurer and 
went about trying to sell his vote. 

Chargo 34 was then taken up, which al- 
leges that James Henry Marah of Ekfrid 
paid Gustave Helm $5 for hia vote. 

Helm testifies that Marsh never solicit- 
ed his vote, butgave him $5 with which to 
bet. 

W.D. McGregor and Mr. Swaist, both 
of the West Middlesex Conservative As- 
sociation, testified that no money was giv- 
en out by them and that James H. Marsh 
was not even a member of a committee, 

In defence of charge 34, Angus Camp- 
bell testified that Marsh was not a mem- 
ber of the Conservative committee, 

Dr. Roome’s evidence clearly stated that 
Marsh was not authorized to work for re- 
spordent and was connected in no way 
with the organization of the riding, 

Further evidence was submitted that no 
money for bribery, betting or anything 
illegal was either raised or spent by any of 
the agents or committees, 

The court adjourned until to-morrow. 

Straruroy, Dec, 14.—The case was 
continued this morning, when the court, 
after argument, decided against the agency 
of Marsh and McCrae, The Carroll case 
was again goneinto andthe falsehood of 
the witness’ evidence so conclusively 
proved that he will be, prosecuted for 
perjwy. The Court then adjourned until 
to-morrow,

Great Timber Limit Bale, 

The World says of the sale of timber 
limits by the Ontario Government at 
Ottawa on the 15th: 

The Ottawa lumbermen watched the 
sale interestedly, but made no bids, This 
was in pursuance of their determination 
to boycott the sale in the event of the 
Government's second refusal to fix a period 
wherein no increase of dues or ground 
rent shall be made, 

A prominent Ottawa man told the World 
the Government's policy in regard to the 
ground rent and dues was so unsatisfactory 
that thelumbermen from the Dominion 
Capital deemed it unwise to risk their 
money in limits. If some positive assurance 
had been forthcoming to allay the un- 
certainty felt upon this matter, the sale 
would have netted thousands of dollars 
more. ‘*Take that limit purchased by 
Callahan & Montrose. of Alpena, Mich., 
for instance,” he added. ‘‘l would have 
been willing to give $30,000 more for it 
under a fixed tenure.” 

The amount realized was $1,312,712.50. 
The largest price paid per square mile was 
$6,350, by Callahan & Montrose of Alpena, 
Mich.,and the next $5,500, y Albert 
Pack, another Michigan lumberman, one 
of whose limits cost him $123,062.50. Mr. 
Alex. Fraser's investments amoun‘ed to 
$252,025, or an average of $42.004 for the 
six limits bought. Al) the limits offered 
were sold except one.

A FORGOTTEN BOOK, 

Noah Webster's Translation of the 
Testament—Some of the ¢ hangos 
Many of the younger members of the hon- 
orable guild of bookmen—both readers and 
writers—will doubtless regard it as quite a 
startling plece of literary intelligence to be 
told that Dr. Noah Webster, whose spelling 
books, half a century ago, carried so much 
light and language info our public schools, 
and whose unabridged dictionary at a later 
period rendered him S famous that the 


Now 


of the “godlike Daniel” upon his shoulders, 
was the author of a corrected, amended and 
expurgated edition of the Scriptures, the 
Now Testament of which was lettered on the 
back, ‘‘Webster’s Testament.” When one 
calls to mind the strong and widespread 


men, it does seom almost incredible that Dr. 
Webster was not at the very outset carried 
backward from his purposo by a deep and 
violent current of public opinion. ‘There 
was some opposition, but apparently not 
enough to defer Webster Trom entering upon 
the task which he in after life pronounced 
the grandest result of bis scholarship, 

Starting out with tho postulate that the 
beauty of many passages and the sense of 
others had suffered injury from the fact that 
the lapse of two or three centuries had 
Wrought many changes in the meaning of 
many words, while it had permitted others to 
fall into disuse, he marked out for himself 
the following as the only logical course to 
pursue; (1) To substitute words and phrases 
how in general use for those now wholly ob- 
solete or beneath the dignity of the subject, 
(2) To correct all errors of grammar. (3) 
To insert euphemisms in the place of words 
that cannot with propriety be uttered before 
4 promiscuous audience. He bravely faced 
the charge*of arroganes which was made 
ogninst him, and proclaimed that the re- 
vision was undertaken upon his own re- 
sponsibility, 

In a ten page introduction Dr, Webster 
states and explains tho alterations made by 
him. A few of the changes are noted, as 
follows: ‘Take no thought” becomes ‘Be 
not anxious.” “Ship” of the New Testament 
is replaced by “boat,” Festus tells Paul that 
ho is “insane” instead of “mad.” Light un- 
der a ‘‘bushel” is made to read ‘under a close 
vessel.” Tho “beast” of the Apocalypse 
gives place to “living being.” “Strain at a 
gnat,” ete., is corrected to read “Strain out 
4 gnat, etc. Recognizing the fact that the 
term “‘hell” stood for the Hades of antiquity, 
Dr, Webster would have most willingly 
drawn his pen through it, as did the revisers 
in our day; but he durst not. The time had 
not yet come for so radical an emendation, 
and therefore he contented himself with a 
foot note calling attention to the mistransla 
tion of the term. The great lexicographer 
did his work thoroughly, carefully refrain- 
ing, however, from altering the general style 
of the version. 

The emended Bible—an octavo of 900 pages, 
printed by Hezekiah Howe & Co. and«pub- 
lished by Durrio & Peck, New Haven—ap- 
peared in 1883. Webster bodily set his name 
upon the title pago as follows: ‘‘ With amend- 
ments of the language by Noah Webster, 
LL,D.” 

Tn 1839 an octavo edition of the New Testa- 


Haven, intended for the use of schools and 
academies, the welfare of which always lay 
close to Webster's heart, In 1341 pocket 
edition of his Bible, in pearl type, was pnb- 
lished by Webster himself. How rare Web- 
ster Bibles may be the writer is unable to 
say, but certainly it would be hard to con- 
eciye of a more interesting addition to the 
bookshelves of dealer or amateur than one of 
these proofs of Noah Webster's piety, cour- 
age and erudition.—Book Lore, 


A Loarned Colored “Man. 

Edward Wilmot Blyden is perhaps the 
ablest negro in the world. Ho can read the 
Koran in Arabic, the Biblein Hebrew, Homer 
in Greek, Virgil in Latin, Shakespeare in 
English and Dante in Italian. Though a 
native of the island of St. Thomas, he 
was brought up in Monrovia, Liberia, 
and there, by his unusual literary 
ability, he has attracted attention to 
himself as. the champion of a negro 
civilization that. shall be coterminous with 
the limits of the dark continent. Blyden 
controyerts the idea of Winwood Read that 
the natives in Africa will disappear before 
the whites, as the Indians did in America. 
The climate will save them, and instead of 
being destroyed by the Europeans, they will 
be civilized by the efforts now being made to 
open Africa to commerce and settlement. To 
Blyden the Anglo-Saxon is hard of heart and 
strong of will, while the negro is the child of 
love and suffering. Blyden is a complete 
know-nothing, and hiscry is: ‘‘Africa for the 
Africans.”

ly in a wide change of position. It may be 
Keon today on one part of the coast and to 
morrow nuay be many miles from that posi 
tion, as it drifta about with the current of 
the Gulf stream or is driven a k ng distance 


by tho winds 
It is only a fow weoks ago that the cruiser 
Atlanta towed into the capes of Delaware a 
dangerous derelict which had been drifting 
about off the coasts for weeks, and though 
special attention had been given by pas ing 
vewels to report this wrex k, in order that the 
information might lead to finding and de 
stroying it, it was a long time bofore it could 
be placed. Often the wrecks that are report- 
ed atthe hydrographic office lead to an ox 
tensive and unavailing search only because 
they have been carried so fay from the re 
ported position by winds and currents that 
the searching vessel could not find them 
When it is possible to tow them into port this 
is dono; otherwise they are blown up with 
gun cotton torpedoes, One wreck, seen on 
the lower edgo of the banks of Now foundland 
on Aug. 28, in latitude 43 dega. north, longi 
tude 55 degs. east, had drifted to latitude 30 
dogs, north, longitude 64 dogs. west, on Oct, 7, 
a distance of 600 miles, and bad been report- 
ed four times. —New York Tribune, 


Gray's Latest Invention. 
A wonderful account of the telautograph 
of Elisha Gray, the electrician. is brought 
from Paris. Tho principle of the device is 
analogous to that of the telephone, and con- 
sists, briefly, of plaque on which is laid 
the paper for writing the message. As the 
writing is done, the plaque vibrates under 
the pressure of the instrument used, which 
may be a pen, a pencil, or any other pointed 
article, and a similar instrument at the other 
end of the line, acting synchronously, re- 
produces exactly what is written at tho 
station of transmission, so that not only the 
words of the telegram but the reproduced 
writing of the sender will be put into the 
hands of the receiver. The advantages are 
80 apparent that it is hardly necessary t 
name them. The telautograph is nearly 
finished, and it remains to be seen whether 
it will, in actual use, prove equal to the 
claims its inventor makes for it.—Detroit 
Free Press. 


Falls of the Rhine Threatoned, 

Visitors to the Rhine are well acquainted 
with the Rhine falls, situated at Schaffhau- 
sen, these forming the Jargest cataract in 
Europe. In this practical age of inventions 
and progress very few will be surprised to 
hear that an application has been made for a 
concession to utilize these magnificent falls 
for the manufacture of aluminium, the story 
of which, with numerous illustrations and 
maps, has been recently told by one of the 
American consuls.—London Times 


California's Biggest Orchard. 
California has some big orcbards, and the 
largest is in the Suisun valley, and is owned 
by A. T. Hatch, president of the California 
Fruit union. Mr. Hatch has 200 acres in pear 
treés, 130 in peaches, 70 in apricots, 10 in nec- 
tarines, 210 in almonds, 40 in cherries, 100 in 
plums and prunes, besides 40 acres of cur- 
rants and gooseberries, and hundreds of 
lemon and orange trees. Of these acres, 300 
bore fruit this season to the amount of 2,000 
tons, which brought the owner #100,000. He 
calculates that when the whole orchard is in 
full bearing it will produce 4,000 tons of 

fruit, worth $400,000,—Chicago News.

The Remains of an Explorer. 

Gustav Nachtigal was one of the most 
famous German explorers of the interior of 
Africa.

Herr yon Soden, 
the governor of the German colony of Cam- 
eroon, has now received orders to go to 
Liberia and negotiate for the disinterment of 
the remains and their transportation to, and 
burial at, the German colony. The grave 
has been repeatedly desecrated in its present 
location, and the government of Liberia 
seems unable to prevent such outrages. The 
governor is to go there upon a commercial 
vessel first, and, if the Liberians are stub- 
born and refuse giving up the dead man’s 
ashes, ho is to return=there in a government 
vessel and renew hisdemand. Such demand 
being coupled with a display of guns and 
bayonets, as usual, there is no doubt the 
darkies composing the Tiberian government 
will be quick enough to see the wisdom of 
allowing some dry bones to be dug up rather 
than run the risk of having some more bones 
made dry in an attempt to prevent the 
German grave diggers doing their work.— 
Chicago News, 


The Dahlia in France. 

According to a communication made by 
M. de Cazenove to the National Acclimata- 
tion society at Paris, France, the beautiful 
flower dahlia was introduced into France in 
1712. The father of the famous aeronauts, 
Montgolfier, in that year received from a 
friend residing on Ile-de-France (Mauritius), 
in the Indian ocean, some eatable bulbs. He 
planted them, and, seeing the blossoms, was 
so charmed with their beauty that he forgot 
everything about their being eatable, and 
took to cultivating them for the flowers. 
From Annonay, where he lived, they rapidly 
spread over France and other countries — 
Chicago News. 


A Mutiny in Peru, 

A mutiny broke out in the barracks of tho 
Zepita battalion at Trujillo, in Peru, and 
two companies succeeded in escaping after 
mortally wounding the captain of the guard 
and killing the sentry. The mutiny was led 
by the sergeant, who directed his forces to 
the prefecture, shouting: ‘‘Long live liberty! 
Death to the squinting sub-prefect!” This 
attack was easily repulsed and the mutiny 
crushed. Fourteen men and their leader 
havo been shot, It is said that the soldiers 
mutinied owing to only receiving three paper 
soles per day as ration money,

bo must again be lodged in a palace and 
feted. However, it will please the managers 
of public entertainments, for the affable po- 
tentato is certain by his presence to draw a 
big crowd to any theatre or hall. Tho crowd 
which got such fun out of Nasred-Din in 1873 
will be eager to repeat its old experiences of 
a monarch who rather liked to be surrounded 
by a crowd.—Boston Transcript,

Dustin, Dec. 20,—A deputation waited on 
the Ohief Secretary, Mr. Balfour, yester- 
day, to urge the Government to adopt 
measures forthedevelopment of the national 
resources and industries, and to suggest 
tho advisability of establishing a depart- 
ment of industry similar to that of 
Wurtemburg.

at home, is Canada—as a moat profitable 
“natural market” for American mavu- 
factures 

Ifnow markota for the relief of over 
production, created by tho stimulant of 
protection, can be made accessible without 
distributing in the slightest the perfect 
equilibrium of existing taxation, cloarly it 
is the duty of the Protectionist to secure 
those markets, not only because of the 
linmediate outlook which they affird, but 
as an illustration of the benefits of his 
favorite policy. Further if these new 
markets, secured by the P’rotectionist with 
our sacrifice, are got at the expense of a 
freo trade nation, 60 much the better. This 
would be one of the results of Cemmercial 
Union, The total trade of Canada, a 
portion of the British Empire, is about 210 
millions, Two-thirds of it, it is supposed, 
can be secured by the United States, ly 
simpty lifting up the customs line that now 
runs through the middle of the continent, 
and stretching it around the continent. 
This vould not only admit to more than 
half the continent all American manu- 
facturers, but tt would create in their 
favor,in one part of the British Empire,a dis 
crimination aqainst the manufactures of an- 
other part of the British Empire. 

Can anything be more attractive to the 
average American Proteotionist than this 
advantage over the pauper labor of Europe? 
Every dollar wrested from Great Britain in 
this direction ts a dollar gained for the 
American laborer, whose interests are the 
dearest object on earth to the Amorican 
manufacturer, There is notan artisan in 
Newark but is interested in breaking down 
the customs line between the United 
States and Canada, if by doing so the 
product of his skill is admitted free into a 
favorite market of Great Britain, while 
the products of that country are shut out by 
the high tariff wall which he votes and 
contributes to sustain at its full heighe, 

And his wind up is thus described : 

Mr. Wiman, at considerable length,

BROOKLYN TABERNACLE 


The Gymnasium as a Means of Ree uper- 


ating Mental and Phyastealt Energies. 


fo mn Source of Tilimitable Recren- 


tion and Amusement, 


BROOKLYN, Dec. 1%—At the tabernacle 
this morning the whole congregation sang 
the hymu bezianing: 
Tho bill of Alon ylelds 
A thousand sacred] gweeta 
Refore we reach the heavenly flelds, 
Or walk the rollea streeta 


The Rev. T. Do Witt Talmage, D. D., 
prewhedon “Recreations, Good and Bad,” 
taking two texts: [ Corinthians, vii, 31: 
“They that use this world, ax not abusing 
ity’ and Judges xvi, 2: “Andit came to 
pass, when their hearts were morry, that 
they said: Call for Samson, that ho may 
make us sport, And they called for Samson 
out of the prison house; and he mado them 
sport." Dr, Talmage said: 

We are entering the gayest season of the 
yeur. The winter opens before us the gates 
of « thousand amusements, some of them 
Good and some bad, One of my texts will 
show you that amusements may be destruct- 
ive, ny other text will show you that amuse- 
ments may be under the Divine blessing and 
direction 

There were three thousand people assem- 
Hed inthe templeof Dagon. They bad come 
to make sport of eyeless Samson. They wee 
all ready for the entertainment, They began 
to clap and pound, impatient for the amuse- 
ment to begin, and they cried; ‘Fetch him 
oult Fetch hin out!’ Yonder I see the blind 
giant coming, lod by the hand of a child into 
At his first ap- 


ant derision, The blind old giant pretends 
ho is tired and wants to rest himself against 


| the pillars of the house; so he says to the lad 


who leads him: “Show me where the main 
pillirs are.” Tho lad does so, Then the 
strong man puts his right hand on one pillar 


anit his left hand on another pillar, and, with 


the mightiest push that mortal ever made, 
throws himself forward until the whole 
house comes down in thunderous crash, 
grioding the audience like grapes ina wine 
press. ‘And so it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said: Call for 
Samson, that be may make us sport, And 
they called for Samson out of the prison 
house; and he made them sport.” 

In other words, there are amusements that 
are des.ructive, and bring down disaster and 
dewith upon the heads of those who practice 
them While they laugh and cheer, they die, 
The three thousand who peristied that day in 
Gaza are as tiothing compared with the tens 
of thousands who havé been destroyed by 
sinful anusements. 

But the other text I have read implies that 
ther» isa lawful use of the world, as well as 
an nniawful abuse of itsand the difference 
between tho man Christian and the man un- 
Christian is that in the former case the man 
masters the world, while in the latter case the 
world masters him. For whom did God 
tnake this grand and beautiful world? For 
whom this wonderful expenditure of color, 
this gracefulness of line, this mosajc of the 
gronnd, this fresco of the sky, this glowing 
fruitage of orchard and vineyard, this full 
orchestra of the tempest, in which the tree 
branches flute and'the winds trumpet and the 
the thunders drum and ajl the splendors of 
earth ond sky come clashing their cymbals? 
For whom did God spring the arched bridge 
of colors resting upon buttresses of broken 
storm cloud? For whom did he gather the 
upholstery of fire around the window of the 
setting sun? Forall men, but more especially 
for his own dear children. 

If,you build alarge mansion and spread a 
great feast after it to celebrate the comple- 
tion of the structure, do you allow strangers 
to come in and occupy the place, while you 
thrust your own children in the kitchen or 
the Sarn or the fields?! Oh, no. You say, ‘I 
am very glad to see strangers in my man- 
sion, but my own sons and daughters shall 
have the first right there.” Now, God has 
built this grand mansion of a world, and he 
has spread a glorious feast in it; and while 
those who are strangers to his grace may 
cone in, I think that God specially intends to 
give the advantage to his own children, 
those, who aro the sons and the daughters of 
the Lord Almighty, those who through 
grace can look up and say, ‘‘Abba, Father.” 

fou cannot make me believe that God gives 
more advantages to the world than he 
gives to the church bought by his own 
blood, If, . therefore, . people. of... the 
worl have looked with dolorous sympa- 
thy upon those who make profession of 
religion, and have said, ‘*Those new converts 
are going down into privation and into hanl- 
Blin. Why did not they tarry a little longer 
in the world, and haye some of its enjoy- 
meénts and amusements and recreations!” I 
say to such men of the world, ‘You are 
greatly mistaken,’ and before I get through I 
wil! xhow tbat those people who stay out of 
the kingdom of God have the hardships and 
self denials, while those who come in have 
the joys and the satisfactions. 

Tie morning, in the name of the King of 
heayen and earth, 1 serye a writ of oject- 
ment npon all the sinful and polluted who 
hay#.squatted. on the domain of. earthly 
pleasure ag though it belonged to them, while 
Tclsim, in bebalf of the good and the pure 
anithe true, the eternal inheritance which 
God has given them 

Ti'therto, Christian philanthropists, cleri- 
eal nad lay, have busied themselves chiefly in 
denonncing «inful recreations; but I feel we 
have no right to stand before men and women 
in whose hearts there is a desire for recrea- 
tion amounting to positive necessity, db- 
pouncing this and that and the other thing 
when we do not propose to give them some 
thing better. God helping me this morning, 
and with reference to my last account, I shall 
enter upon sphere not usual in sermoniz 
ing, but a subject which I think ought to be 
prosented at this time I propose now to lay 
before you some of the recreations which are 
not only innocent, but positively helpful aud 
advantageous, 

In the first place, I commend, among tn- 
door recrentions, music, vocal and tnstru 
movral. Among the frst things created was 
the bird, so that the earth might have music 
at the start. This world, which began with 
#o aweet n serenade, is finally to be demol- 
ished amidst the ringing blast of the arch 
abgel’s trumpet, so that os there was music 
at the start, there shall be music at the close 

While this heavenly art often been 
dragged into the uses of superstition and dis 
sipation, we all know it may be the means of 
high moral culture. Oh, itis a grand thing 
our children brought tp amidst the 
sound of cultured voices and amidst the 
melody of musteal inatrument There ia in 
this art an indescribable fascination for the 
household, Let all those famitics 
the means to afford it, have flute or harp, or 
Assoonfas the hand is large 
s tho koys, teach it how to 
pick out the melody Lat all our young mon 
try thi upon thelr

Tam glad to know that in our great cities 
there is hardly a night in which there are not 
concerts whore, with the best musical instru- 
ments and the sweetest voices, people may 
find entertainment Patronvize such enter- 
tainments when they are afforded you. Buy 
season tickets if you can for the '*Philhar 
monic” and the ‘Handel and Haydn” socio- 
ties. Feel that the dollar and a half or two 
dollars that you spend for the purpose of 
hearing an artist play orsing isa profitable 
investment Let your Steinway halls and 
your academies of music roar with the ac- 
clamation of appreciative audiences assem- 
bled at the concert or the oratorio. 

Still further, I commend as worthy of sup- 
port the gymnasium, This institution is 
gaining in favor every year, and I know of 
nothing more free from dissipation or more 
calculated to recuperate the physical and 
mental energies. While there aro a good 
many people who have employed this insti- 
tution there is a vast number who are ig- 
norant of its excellences, There are men 
with cramped chests and weak sides and de- 
spondent spirits who through the gymnasium 
might be roused up to exuberance and ex- 
hilaration of life. There are many Christian 
people despondent from year to year who 
might through such an institution be bene 
fited in their spiritual relations. There are 
Christian people who seem to think that it is 
a good sign to be poorly, and because Richard 
Baxter and Robert Hall were invalids they 
think that by the same sickliness they may 
come to the same grandeur of character. 1 
want to tell the Christian people of my con- 
gregation that God will hold you responsible 
for your invalidism if it is your fault and 
when through right exercise and prudence 
you might be athletic and well. The effect 
of the body upon the soul you acknowledge. 
Put a man of mild disposition upon the ani- 
mal diet of which the Indian partakes and ip 
a little while his blood will change its chemi- 
cal proportions, It will become like unto 
the blood of the lion or the tiger or the bear, 
while his disposition will change and become 
fierce, cruel and unrelenting. The body has 
a powerful effect upon the soul. 

There are good people whose ideas of 
heaven are all shut out with clouds of tobac- 
co smoke. There are people who dare to 
shatter the physical vase in which God bas 
put the jewel of eternity. There aro men 
with great hearts and intellects in bodies worn 
out by their own noglects—magnificent ma- 
chinery, capable of propelling a Great East- 
ern across the Atlantic, yet fastened ina 
rickety North river propeller. Martin 
Luther was so mighty for God, first, because 
he had a noble soul, and secondly, because he 
had a muscular development which would 
haye enabled him to thrash any five of his 
persecutors, if it had been Christian so to do. 
Physical development which merely shows 
itself in fabulous lifting, or in perilous ropo 
walking, or in pugilistic encounter, excites 
only our contempt; but we confess to great 
admiration for the man who has a great 
soul in an athletic body, every nerve, muscle 
and bone of which is consecrated to right 
uses, Oh, it seems to me outrageous that 
men, through neglect, sbould allow their 
physical health to go down beyond repair. A 
ship which ought, with all sail set and every 
man at his post, to be carrying a rich cargo 
for eternity, employing all its men in stopping 
up leakages! When you may, through the 
gymnasium, work off your spleenand your 
querulousness and one-half of your physical 
and mental ailments, do not turn your back 
upon such a grand medicament. 

Still further; Icommend to you a large 
class of parlor games and recreations. There 
is a way of making our homes a hundred 
fold more nttractive than they are now. 
Thuse parents cannot expect to keep their 
children away from outside dissipations un- 
less they make the domestic circle brighter 
than anything they can find ontside of it. Do 
not, then, sitin your home surly and unsym- 
pathetic, and with a half condemnatory look, 
besause of the sportfulness of your children 
You were young once yourself; let your chil- 
dren be young. Because your eyes are dim 
and your ankles are stiff do not denounce 
sportfulness in those upon whose eye there 
is the first luster, and in whose foot there is 
the bounding joy of robust health. I thank 
God that in our drawing rooms and in our 
parlors there are innumerable games and 
sports which have not upon them the least 
taint of iniquity. Light up all your homes 
with innocent hilarities. Do not sit down 
with tho rheumatism, ‘wondering how 
children can go onso, Rather thank God 
that their hearts are so light and their 
laughter is so free, and that their cheeks aro 
soruddy and that their expectations are so ra- 
diant, The night will come soon enough, 
and the heartbreak, and the pang, and the 
desolation—it will come soon enough for the 
dear children. But when the storm actually 
clouds the sky it will be time enough for 
you to baul out your reef tackles. Carry, 
then, into your homes not only the innocant 
sports and games which are the inventions of 
our own day, but tho games which come 
down with the sportfulness of all the past 
ages—chess and charades, and tableaux and 
battledore, and calisthenics and lawn tennis 
and all those amusements which the young 
people of our homes know 60 well how to 
contrive. Then there will be the parlor socl- 
alitics—groups of peoplo assembled in your 
homes, with wit and mimicry and Joviality, 
filling the room with joy fromthe door to 
the mantel and from tho carpet to tho ceil 
ing. Oh! is there any exhilaration liko a 
score of genial souls in one room, cach one 
adding a contribution of his own individual 
to tho aggregation of general

Suppose you want to go abroad in tho city, 


then you will find tho panorama and the art 
gallery and exquisite ¢ Ollections of pictures, 
You will find the Metropolitan museum and 
the Historical society rooms full of rare curi 
ositics, and scores of places which can stand 
plainly the test of what is right and wrong in 
amusements. You will find tho lecturing 
hall, which has been honored by the names 
of Agassiz in natural history, Doremus in 
chemistry, Boynton in geology, Mitchel in 
astronomy, John B. Gough in moral reform, 
and scores and hundreds of men who have 
poured their wit and genius and ingenuity

He by no means admit- 
tod that the negotiations 8» far wore a 
failure, and although he did exactly 
say 60 in his brief remarks on this subject, 
he lefe the impression on the minds of at 
luast some of his interviewers that he 
thought the negotiations might last for 
some time after tho reassembling of the 
Commission on January 4, and that he 
was hopeful of a satiofactory settlement 

With regard to Commercial Union, he 
expressed himself more freely, raying in 
effect that while the great majerity of the 
people of Kogland were in favor of Froo 
Trade aud opposed to Protection, they did 
not object to Canada managing her own 
tariff to suit herself, so loug as she did not 
discriminate against the Mother Oountry. 
Under the present tariff urrangemont in 
Canada, he said, the child treated the 
mother as well as it did the stranger ; but 
with Commercial Union, the child would 
be treating the stranger better than the 
mother, and it could hardly be expected 
that such afi arrangement would be satis- 
factory. He declined to express any 
very decided opinion about Commercial 
Union until he bad been answered three 
questions: Firsat—What was really meant 
by the expression ‘Commercial Union’! 
Second —Whether a majority of the people 
of Canada were in favor of it. Third— 
Whether a majority of the people of the 
United Scates were in fayor of it. Oa the 
latter point, he said, that during his stay 
in New York and Washington he had not 
heard an intelligent American speak of the 
matter except iu the sense that it would 
lead to annexation, and thathe did not 
know of a prominent American who advo- 
cated the scheme seriously. 

Here a representative of one of Mr. Wi 
man’s organs said: ‘There is Mr. Wi- 
man,” 

**Ah | yes,”’ said Mr, Chamberlain, bring- 
ing his single eye-glass to bear on his ques- 
tioner, “there is Mr. Wiman, but Mr. 
Wiman does not happen to be the whole 
Amurican people,” 

“But,” continued Mr. Wiman’s agent, 
‘a bill has been introduced in Congress by 
Mr. Butterworth.” 

“Quite true,” replied Mr, Chamberlain, 
“but Congress has no more idea of passing 
the bill than they have of flying.” 

Continuing, he said that if the people of 
Canada really wanted to Be independent of 
the Mother Country, or to be annexed to 
the United States, he did not think the 
Mother Country would seriously object. 
He felt certain that England would never 
make war on a colony again to retain it in 
the Empire, as had been done with the 
thirteen American colonies that revolted. 

In reply toa question as to Canada’s 
being given the right to make her own 
treaties, he said that practically Canada 
was almost independent, but it would not 
be fair to expect that she should make her 
own treaties and then depend on the 
Mother Country to see that those treaties 
were enforced. 

Here the conversation drifted back to 
Commercial Union, and Mr. Chamberlain 
began to interview his interviewers, and 
wanted to know how it was proposed to 
arrange the tariff underit, If the tariff 
was arranged at Washington Canada must 
surely lose her independence, for the tariff 
would surely be arranged in the interest of 
the 60,000,000 population in the States 
and not of the 5,000,000 in Canada, He 
referred to President Cleveland’s message 
advocating a reduction of the tariff and 
pretty clearly intimated his opinion that 
in the event of Commercial Union Canada 
would find that she would have practically 
no voice in framing the tariff.

Rel ef Work tor tho Distressed, 

Lonvon, Dec. 23.—The present distress 
of some of the poorer workers in London 
is shown by the tact that the lord mayor 
has started a scheme for relief works in 
laying out openspaces in playgrounds to 
cost £20,000. The difliculty of plans like 
this is.that the relief is temporary, and 
afterwards the distress is greater than ever 
owing to the influx of the laboring popu- 
lation to share the new wages’ fund as in 
Paris, after the building of the fine new 
Boulevards, ata cost of many millions, 
during the empire. To this day the Paris 
labor market is overstocked in consequence, 
adding to the indigent, also the criminal 
class, as is proved by atatistics, The lord 
mayor hopes to obviate such objection as 
much as possible by insisting on the good 
character of the applicant for work, also as 
proof of at least six months’ residence in 
London.

Returns from twelve gold minesin Nova 
Scotia for the month of November show a 
total of 2,517 tons of quartz crushed, with 
a return of 1,055 ounces of gold, valued at

ing WAS wrappod in flames. Situated on the 
bank of the open river, with buildings at 
both onds, the barn could only beapproa hed 
on the front side. The fire brigade worked 
rallay tly wud although laboring ata disad 
vantage, virtually kept the fire continued to 
the frame buildings. The barn the 
south of the Queen's hot] proporty, owned 
by Mr Wm Bensley, of Warkworth, and 
vecupied by T. N. Foster, V°S., was dam 
ied by fire and torn down by the Hooks to 
stop the spread of the flames. The Prince 
E.iward house stables, owned by Mr. S. B 
Burdett, M. P., had the north end soorch- 
ed, but the datnage is trifling. Tho three 
story wing of the Queen's which runs back 
to the river eacaped damage, but the two 
story wing of the Carman block, which ex 
tends back to the water's e Ize, was badly 
singed and had a close call. Jt was 
here that the greatest damage was 
done. Mr. Goo, Easton occupies the 
premises, and it was the part used as a 
dwelling, to the rear of the Woodbine 
saloon, that suffered. Tho cornor of the 
roof was burned through and the ceilings 
of two rooms destroyed. The carpeta of 
that part ot the building are completely 
ruined by the water and plaster and the 
furniture generally damaged, At least four 
rooms of Mr. Easton's quarters are unin- 
habitable. Tho property is owned by Mr. 
T. S. Carman, who places his damages at 
$500, insured. Mr, Easton's damages are 
hot so easily calculated, but will propey 
reach the neighborhood of $300, His stoc 
of liquor and furniture are insured for 
$2,100. The Queen's hotel property is 
owned by Capt, Wim. Power, of Canifton, 
Loss $1,500, insured for $900, Mr, Sib- 
bett, tenant, losos about $200, no insurance 
on the property consumed, Mr, Bensley's 
048 about $200, covered by insurance, Dr. 
Foster will lose bus little, principally in 
feed. Ue hid two horses in the stable, 
which were taken ou’, 

Mr. Walter Fanning met with a serious 
loss in the burning of # fiue animal which 
was quartered in the Queen's Hotel stables, 
Few knew that the animal was there. 
When the owner arrived it was too late to 
rescue him, and his carcass was exposed 
in the ruins this morning. Fesides the 
horse, which Mr. Fanning values at $300, 
were harness blankets and etc., which 
were consumed, The cause of tho fire is 
unknown, 

The steamers played on the flames until 
4a. m, this morning, and No. 1 was back 
again this forenoon to extinguish the 
smouldering embers. 

The chief engineer and his assistant ap- 
preciate the act of Chief Newton in clear- 
ing the Queen’s hotel yard of idle specta- 
tors and placing a man at the gangway en- 
trance tu keep thecrowd back.

Tragle Sequel of a Boy's Prank, 

One of the brightest men that ever attend- 
ed Harvard college was Sumner 
son of Henry W, Paine, na Jeading 
lawyer of Boston. .

The faculty was loth to discipline Paine, as 
they admired the young man and his ability, 
and partook to a great extent of the student’s 
dislike for the professor. It was necessary for 
the preservation of discipline that some no- 
tice should be taken of the matter, and much 
against their wishes they expelled Paine, 
with the understanding that when he apolo- 
gived he could be reinstate! 
sensitive and keenly felt his disgrace.~ He at 
onee went to Governor Andrew, who was an 
old family friend, who gave him a commis- 
sion in a regimentat the front of Gettysburg. 
Paine loft forhis post of duty at onee, ar- 
rived at Gettysburg the day the fighting be- 
gan, and fell mortally wounded within a few 
hours of bis arrival.—Chicago Mail.

Nominations for the Mayoralty wore held 
at the City Uall at 10 o'oluck Monday 
morning 
Mr. P. R. Palinor and Mr, EG, Palen | 
nominated Mr, Jos. G. Vauduaen 
Ald Uollina and Me W J Paylor 
nominated Dr, B.S. Willson 
Kx-Ald, Robt. Clark aud Mr Llugh

Mr, Vandusen ou coming forward said he 
felt it would be an honor to bo the Mayor 


of tho City of Belleville, He had had ox- 
perience in municipal matters, but while 
he folt it a distinction to be pamed in con- 
nection with that honorable position, he had 
no intention of contesting the election. 

Ald. Collina, as mover of the nomination 
lof De, Willson, said he had been pressed 
by a large number of persons to bring the 
doctor out. He was an honorable, straight- 
forward, clear hoaded property owner, It 
night be said he was not coming out, but he 
could say with confidence that he was, The 
doctor had sid in the morning, when on 
his way to a sick patient, that ho was inthe 
hands of his friends. He brought him out, 
as ho thought it was time the people bad a 
say a3 to who was to be Mayor. A fow gen 
tlemen were getting in the habit of deciding 
among thomselyes who should have the 
nomination, He was opposed to the can- 
didature of Ald. Diamond, and had decided 
that ho must have opposition, even if he 
had to enter the field himself. He imputed 
mismanagement of the city's affairs, in that 
every yoar something like $35,000 had to 
be borrowed from the bank to carry on the 
city’s finances, even after the taxes had been 
collected. He had in the past year, and 
would in the years to come, if elected, en- 
deavor to guard and promote the interests 
of the poor of the city. 

Dr. Wil'son was called but was 
the hall to respond. 

Mr. Taylor endorsed Ald, Collins’ re- 
marks and hoped the citizens would elect 
Dr. Willson. 

Ex-Ald, Clarke said he had for a number 
of years served in the Council with Ald, 
Diamond and always found him careful, 
honest and prudent, The taxes had been 
kepc down to as low a rate as possible. Dr, 
Willson was no doubt a good man, but he 
did not think he would find time from his 
business to discharge the duties of the 
otlice as they should be discharged. 

Mr Hugh Walker said it wasa pleasure 
to nominate a man for the Mayoralty 
against whom it was so diflicult to bring an 
opponent, Dr, Willson was a man against 
whom nothing could be said except that he 
did not have experience in public life. As 
for Ald. Collins’ opposition to Ald. Dia- 
mond, he would find that all his time 
would be needed to account for his short 
stewardship to the electors of Foster Ward. 
Dr. Willson had represented Ketcheson 
Ward for four years on the school board 
and during that time had attended 
three meetings aud was usually call- 
ed out. The reason why taxes wore 
not collected more promptly and that 
more time was given for payment was to 
keep the ccllector from entering the homes 
of those who could not pay, Ald. Dia- 
mond, Mr, Walker said, was encitled to the 
mayor's chair for 1888 by virtue of his long 
and faithful service to the city. 

Ald. Diamond said he took his seat in 
the City Council in 1874 and liad both 
pleasant and unpleasant remiuiscences. It 
ill became Aid. Collins, he said, who had 
only been in the Council for one year to be 
the only one of the 21 gentlemen who had 
a seat at tho Board to criticize his re- 
cord, ‘The opposition was a factious one 
and prompted by personal feelings. His 
wholo efforts had been to keep the taxes 
from becoming oppressive, Debentures to 
the amount of $14,000 against the city had 
bean retired since he had been chairman 
of finance and there was still $1000 in the 
sinking fund, yet the taxes had not been 
increased, His vote on every question of 
importance had been put before the public 
through the public press and he would 
stand or fall by the record. He had fol- 
lowed the dictates of his conscience in all 
public questions, and felt that he had dis- 
charged his whold duty to the ratepayers 
of thecity, A mayor, besides attending 
all the meetings of the council, should be 
present at all committee meetings. The 
assessinent in the past had not been what 
it should be, but he believed that in 
the future whatever errors may have ex- 
isted, would be rectified and the richer 
ratepayers’ property assessed nearer to its 
value, which would lessen the burthen now 
borne by the poorer citizons, who were as- 
sessed at full value. Tho ferry accommo- 
dation for a number of years has not been, 
he said, what the city deserved, Not long 
since the City Council had submitted a 
resolution to the Ontario Government, and 
it was still before that body, offering to put 
a certain sized boat on the route, to run a 
certain number of trips per hour, witha 
view of increasing the present accommoda- 
tion, In the meantime a bridge had been 
proposed, It had been suggested on one 
hand that the bridge company be given a 
bonus, and on the other that the oity take 
stock. He was opposed to bonuses, but 
was of the opinion that the city could with 
prudence take stock equivalent to the 
value of the proposed boat, say $20,000. 
It would be a better investment than in a 
boat,and he believed would yield a revenue 
to the sity. The city had a revenue from 
their inveatinent in the gas company of about 
$1,700 or $1,800 per year. During the 
coming year the contract with the water 
works company was to be closed. It was 
of the greatest importance the works should 
be completed according to contract before 
tho works were accepted by the city. In 
conclusion he cleared up the cloud that 
Ald, Collins’ insinuation hac cast upon the 
minds of those not posted by explaining 
that from the time the assessment was 
made in Jauuary untilin August when the 
tax collectors could begin their labora, 
salarios had to be paid, interest on deben- 
tures to the amount of $28,000 provided, 
and he had, as isthe custom of other cor- 
porations, borrowed money at the low rate 
of interes’, 5and 54 per cent, and paid it 
back as soun as the collectors got their 
rolls and gathered the taxes, To show 
that there was no mismanagomont thore 
had neyer boon a deficit. Hoe asked the 
support of the electors upon the strength 
of his service inthe Council. If the people 
thought he had not done his duty he did 
not expect their support If they enter: 
tain that opinion of him hoped they 
would do him the honor of electing him to 
the Mayor's chair. 

Ald, Collins domanded a poll 
Willson and the moeting dispersed,

Prisoners ave Served with Hoast Boef and 
Other Delicacios, 


Gaoler L, A. Appleby, touched by the 
spirit of **Peace on earth, good will to men,”’ 
provided ample Christmas cheer to the 22 
Inhabitants of the County gaol on Sunday, 
Christmas day. The usual bill of fare is

meat per person on three days of the week, 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. But 
even the three days’ feast was excelled. 
Usually the prisoners eat off tin plates, with 
their laps for tables. Knives and forks are 
scarce and when the family is largé, as at 
present, nota few go without. On Sun- 
day there wasa great change. A clean 
spread was provided in the prison corridor 
with crockery and silver knives and forks, 
while the bill of fare provided such un- 
heard: of prison luxuries as roast beef and 
tnashed potatocs, plum pudding, mixed 
cekes, pie and tea. In the corridor for 
male prisoners this repast was partaken of 


by one forger, two committed for 
assault, one for larceny, threo luna- 
tics, eight vagrants, a man who got 


into difliculty through being in love, 
Sheriff Hopo, Rey. Mr. Main and a soribe, 
While it may seem hard that 4 man shoul 
be locked up for haying a susceptible heart 
it is the belief of some that there are men, 
say in Ohicago, who now wish, as they look 
back, that they had at a certain time been 
similarly confined till they cooled off or 
hardened, yet in this local case itia consi- 
dered a great affliction. The prisonera all 
spoke well of the ordinary fare, but their 
mouths watered at the prospects of Sun 
day's feast and they backed up their plates 
repeatedly whon the opportunity present- 
ed. The idiots in particular, like many 
who are supposed tu be sane, seemed glued 
ta the spout, 

At the close of the dinner, the Sheriff 
congratulated the Gaoler upon the cleanlt- 
ness that was on all sides, the consideration 
he had for those under him, and doubted 
if there was a better officer of the kind in 
the Province. He had made it a point to 
enquire, and found that the majority of 
those who came to gaol were brought down 
by strong drink. He hoped the effort to 
cut off the saloon licenses in the city would 
be successful, They afforded no acoommo- 
dation, and their only usefulness was to 
make drunkarda, 

Rev. Main hoped that the time would

Farm Matters 


Farventng Fow.rs —All kinds of fowls 
are naturally too active to lay on fat in 
proportion to the feed eaten as long as al- 

| lowed to run at large. Placing them in a 
! dark room, Riving light only when feeding, 
will keep them quiet and fatten in ten or 
twelve days better than a month’s feeding 
will do without. Do not keop them too 
long, as their health may be injured and 
| they will grow poor again, 
|. Drink ror Farrenine Cows —While a 
|.cow gives inilk she drinks more than at any 
othertime, When she begins to fatten she 
; cannot be made to drink no much, If ao 
| fattening cow or steer is given roots,applos 
| orpumpking it will often scarcely drink any- 
, thing. One reasonis that the fattening 
| Process consists in part in changing the 
water in its flesh to fat, which is the great 
advantage in making fat meat richer and 
more nutritive than that from unfattened 
animals. 

WinpMILts vor Farm Power.—It is 
surprising that more uso js not made of 

windmills to furnish power. A great many 

farmers have them over wells, which do 
good service in pumping, but few think 
they can do anything else, It needs little 
extra machinery to attach the power thus 
furnished to a wheel, and use this for 
churning, washing, turning grindstones or 
lathes, and various other uses to which the 
farmer's ingenuity will putit when once 
sot on the right teack, 

Mitt Feep gor Pics.—Thore isno better 
diet for growing pigs of any age than 
wheat mil feed, This is much better than 
bran, which is too coarse, and goes through 
young pigs without doing them much good. 
In faot, pigs will not eat bran unless starved 
to it more than growing pigs ought to be. 
If given clean in milk they will drink the 
latter and leave the bran in the trough. 
If corn meal is mixed with wheat bran the 
meel will be sifted out andthe bran left. 
This pigs cannot so well do if the feed is 
finer. 

Preservinc Ecos,—English authorities 
‘haye as yet found no better way to heep 
eggs fresh than by the use of salt and lime. 
But the name preserved egg has a stals 
and unappetizing sound. If no effort were 
made to keep summer eggs over till winter 
the demand would surely be far better than 
itis now, Andwe may add that if no 
eggs were sold but those fresh laid, the 
price wouid stimalate and pay for methods 
of making hens lay in winter, when the 
freshness of their eggs could have no pos- 
sible doubt. Preserving eggs is going to 
work backwards, What is most wanted 
is to make hens lay in winter. 

Bran For Breepine ANImMALs.—There 
is no more important item in winter feed- 
iug of atock for most farmers than to have 
always a good supply of wheat bran. This 
is especially valuable for breeding stock 
bearing their young. Bran is rich in bone 
and muscle forming elements of food, and 
it serves another valuable purpose in keep- 
ing the bowels open and doing away with 
the conatipating effects of the dry food 
usually given in winter. For stock not 
breeding rye bran is as good as wheat, and 
whole rye may be ground for feed with 
great_advantage. But for animals with 
young wheat is much preferable, as the 
ergot in rye may produce abortion. A 
wheat bran mash twice a day will do more 
to keep stock in good healthjthan any other 
food that can be furnisbed. 


Boiwxp QCiper Arrie Sauce,—Farmers 
who have apples can provide themselves 
with one of the best, as well as one of the 
most inexpensive, sauces for winter use. 
All they have to do is to boil down cider, 
turning five or six gallous of sweet unfer- 
mented juice into one, and cooking in it 
sweet apples. The cider,fjas usually made, 
will give the sauce sufficient tartness. It 
should be boiled down before beginning to 
ferment, as this process changes its sugar 
into alcohol, which entirely evaporates in 
boiling. Boiled cider, if put in covered 
jars without sealing, will keep good for 
years, as the boiling expels all the air, and 
in a covered jar unmoved none is likely to 
penetrate it. But if it is to be left whore 
it must be disturbed frequently, it is safer 
to put the boiled cider in cans, and seal 
them. 


Fences anp SNowpkir1s.—Fences are 
downright nuisances in winter, and in our 
northern climate there is so much winter 
every year that the average farmer seoms 
to be more inclined to dispense with them 
at all times. Their worst offence is along 
roadsides in causing suowdrifts. A drift 
may do a good deal of damage in smother- 
ing winter grain. lt is always the best 
growth that suffers worst, and the loss is 
therefore all the greater. Fences along 
the roadsides should certainly be of a kind 
that can be taken down every fall and put 
up again in the spring, or if only to keep 
road animals from entering fields, the fence 
is better made with barbed wire than with 
anything else. This will not cause snow- 
drifts, and for this reason is less objection- 
able fora roadside fence than any other kind.

Household Hints, 


Cunnant Caxet.—Two cupfala of sugar, 
ono cupful of butter, one cupful of sweet 
milk, one cupful of currants, throo oggs, 
one teaspoonful of croam tartar, one-half 
teaspoonful of soda. This makes oxcollont 
patty-pan cakes. 

Pork Caxe.—Ono pound of pork chop- 
ped fine, one half pint of boiling water 
poured over the pork, two cupfals of sugar, 
one cupful of molasses, one egg, one heap- 
ing teaspoonful of soda, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt and ginger, one quarter tea- 
spoonful of cassia, nutmeg and cloves, one 
pound of raisins chopped and stoned, 

JUMBLES.—Two cupfuls of sugar, three 
fourths cupful of butter, two eggs, one half 
cupful of sweet milk, one teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, one-half teaspoonful of soda ; 
lemon or vanilla to taste. Mix quite stiff, 
knead and roll with the hand instead of the 
roiling pin; cut into strips each four inches 
Jong, and aslarge around as your little 
finger; place one inch apart in bake tin. 

Laxoge Fruir Caxe,—One cupful of but- 
ter two cupfuls sugar, one cupful sour milk, 
five eggs, one teaspoonful soda dissolved in 
the milk, one-half teaspoonful cinaamon, 
cloves and nutmeg, one quarter teaspoonful 
allspice and ginger, one pound raisins, one 
pound currants, one-half pound citron. Al- 
ways beat butter and sugar together first, 
thon eggs, spices, soda and flour, putting 
the fruit in last of all. Always dredge the 
fruit with a little flour. 


Weppinc Caxe.—One dozen eggs, one 
Ib, of sugar, one Ib. of butter, one Ib. of 
flour, one nutmeg, the same bulk in mace, 
one-half gill of alcohol or brandy, four Ibs. 
of raisins, four lbs. of currants, two lbs. of 
citron, Beat butter and sugar to a cream, 
then the whites of the eggs well beaten, 
beat these well before adding the yolks 
which have also been beaten, then the 
spices and fruit which have all been rolled 
in the flour, last of all the spirit ; bake four 
hours in a moderate oven, 


Mo asses Frurr Cake.—Mix one cup of 
sugar and one and one-half cupfuls of but- 
ter thoroughly, add five well beaten eggs, 
two cupfuls molasses, one teaspoonful each 
of salt and cinnamon, one-half teaspoonful 
of cloves and one-half a nutmeg; dissolve 
one teaspoonful of soda in a tablespoonful 
of boiling water, and add to the other in- 
grediente ; stir all well together and add five 
cupfuls of flour ; lastly one pound chopped 
and stoned raisins rolled in one-half cupful 
of flour. This makes two large or three 
small loaves, 


Piain Sucar Cake. —One cupful of 
sugar, one-third cupful of butter, two eggs, 
one-half cupful of sweet milk, one tea- 
spoonful of cream tartar,one-half teaspoon- 
ful of soda, two cupfuls of flour. Madeac- 
cording to directions, this cake never fails 
to be light ; itis nice in a thick loaf to 
slice, or baked in Washington pie tins. If 
you do not use jelly for these pies, here is 
a good cream—One cupful of sweet milk 
brought to a boil ; one heaped teaspoonful 
of corn starch dissolved in a little milk,one 
teaspoonful of sugar; add to the boiling 
milk and boil until it thickens; as soon 
as taker from the stove add lemon, vanilla 
or chocolate to suit taste. 


Scorcw Arpie Tart.—A hundred ways 
of cooking applesare given by a famous 
cook in a boot on this subject. Scotch 
tart is really a delicious apple pie, baked in 
a crust and called tart, as all fruit pies are 
by the English housewife, whether made 
with a cover, or like an American without 
acover. Linea deep, square tin with 
rich paste, Select pleasantly tart apples, 
are, quarter, core and cut them in small 
its. Feil the paste with apples, put over 
it an inch layer of sugar, scatter bits of 
butter over, coyer with rich{paste, and bake 
an hourin a quick oven, turning off the 
drafts during the last half-hour. This tart 
should be brown, and the apples should be 
candied. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT

Another Set-Back, 

Commercial unionists who pretend not 
to see that unrestricted reciprocity with the 
States is but another term for annexation, 
are constantly reminded to the contrary by 
the leading U.S, proas. Inthe New York 
Post, Dec. 23rd, we read:—‘*If Canada 
agrees to have the same tariff as the United 
States, the making of it must of nezessity 
be left to the American Congress,or,in other 
words, the power to tax the Canadians must 
be ceded to the United States, and the 
power to tax soon carries all other powers 
with it, It is just as well for everybody 
who is interested in this movement on 
either side of the line to bearthis in mind. 
The United States cannot allow a small 
province like Canada to say what their im- 
port duties shall be, so that Canada would 
have to allow the United States—in fact, if 
not in form, to say what her import du- 
ties would be.” One would suppose that 


the most obtuse, or the most fanati- 
cal would be able to see the 
force of such a line of reasoning. Yet the 


commercial unionists go on, just as ever, 
assorting that unrestricted reciprocity docs 
not mean anything of tho kind, It is time, 
as wo lave froquently pointed out, that the 
Oanadiau public should understand just 
how the matter stands, and should know 
that it is impossible to play fast and loose 
betweon two nationalities. Lt is clear that 
if wo put on a discriminatory duty as against 
England and in favor of America we cannot 
romain British subjecta.—London Free

Elephants Storm a Prison, 

An attempt to storm a prison, undertaken 
by elephants, is something new, and it is 
Russia that bas supplied this new sensation.

Again 
they began pushing, and some guards fired 
their guns atthem. Although not wounded, 
the elephants were more frightened, and in 
their endeavors to get through the gate added 
their loud trumpetings of excitement, At 
last their keepers camo up and the animals 
turned against them. It was after midnight 
when the elephants were pacified and led 
away to their proper quarters,—Chicago

Alligators as Household Pets. 

The latest craze in household pets this 
Winter is xeoping young alligators, They 
exhibit considerable thvelligence and can be 
trainedto do many tricks. Dr Fairchild 
Richards of East New Brunswick has brought 
a number of them from Florida to supply the 
curlous demand for the reptiles. Five hun- 
dred little fellows have arrived from Florida 
and bear the journey well. Tho little beasts 
are none of them more than a foot over all, 
and most of them are considerably under 
that measure, varying from four to six 
inches in length. Tbe countenance of a 
young alligator is most guileless and inno- 
cent. The reptiles are docile when young 
and easily cared for; but they are sensitive 
to cold, and in this climate can be kept only 
ina warm room. Cold kills them quickly.— 
New York Evening Sun

Platts Mass Meeting 


FAILED TO RAKING 
BLECTONS, 

Picron, Doc. 28,—Lant woek the cx untry 
was flooded with hand-bills calling a public 
mass mocting to discuss the political situa- 
tion, Dr, Platt, the sitting member for the 
House of Commons,having beon unseated 
for bribery by agents, The response to the 
call was not very large or very on- 
thusiastic. Several of the local cole- 
brities of tho Grit party mounted tho 
platform as their names wore called by 
the chairman, and proceeded to denounce 
the Government for their many sins, 
They drew the usual deplorable picture of 
the state of this country under the present 
systom of governmont, Of course it was 
all wrong for the judge to declare the 
election void, and that dignity came in for 
4 good share of uncomplimentary remarks, 
Notwithstanding an appeal has been made 
to the Supreme Court there was a feeling 
of some uncertainty as to the successful 
termination of the appeal, and untimately 
anappoal to the electors was felt to be 
among the possibilities. The moeting was 
far from being that pronounced success 
which its promoters had hoped. 

Considerable speculation has beon in- 
dalged in as to the probable nature of the 
sentence to be passed upon several parties 
who were proved to have engaged in 
bribery at the late election—evidence of 
which was produced at the election trial, 
and on the strength of which the election 
was voided. The case will come up for 
hearing before Justice Patterson on the 
6th prox.

Born in a Coffin, 


A dispatch of Nov. 30 from Columbus, 
S. C.,says: An extraordinary occurrance 
is reported from Summerton, Olarendon 
county. A colored girl, seventeen years 
old, who had been ill soveral days, ap- 
parently died last Wednesday. The body 
was properly prepared and dressed for 
burial and placed in the coffin, The darkies 
of the neighborhood held a noisy ‘*wake” 
over the corpse all through the night. 
The funeral services were held in the 
colored church Thursday afternoon, 
and the body was to be _ interred 
at the graveyard about two miles distant. 
When the cortege had reached a point 
within five hundred yards of the cemetery 
tho pallbearers were startled by a crying 
noise, somewhat resembling the mewing of 
a cat,apparently emanating from the coflio, 
The procession was halted,and after consid- 
erable discussion, it was resolved that the 
coffin should be opened. Upon removing 
the lid it was found, to the great consterna- 
tion of the funeral company, that the woman 
was alive, but unconscious, and that a new- 
born babe shared with her the narrow bed. 
Several of the pall bearers and mourners 
were terror stricken and fled. Those who 
remained, however, ministered to the wants 
of the once-dead woman and her infant, 
ond in a short time both were taken to a 
neighboring house, where they secured 
kindly and necessary attention. At last 
accounts the mother was doing well, there 
being every indication of her complete re- 
covery, while the infant is hearty and ro- 
bust, and is thriving as well as any pickan- 
inny born under See, conditions and 
circumstances.

The Hon, Joho Christian Schultz, M.D. 
is of Danish descent, a son of the late Wm. 
Schultz, merchant of Amherstburgh, Ont., 
where he was born Jan. 1840. Educated 
in arts in Ohio he graduated in medicine in 
Kingston in 1860. He married in 1868 at 
Winnipeg Miss Farquharson, of George- 
town, British Guinea. He went to the 
North-West in 1860, He was leader of the 
Canadian party in tho rebellion in 1869'70 
and was arrested and sentenced to death by 
Riel but escaped. He is president of the 
Northwest Trading company, a director of 
the Manitoba Scuthwestern Colonization 
railway anda governor of the Manitoba 
medical board. He was first returned to 
parliament for Lisgar in 1871, was defeated 
in 1882, and called to the Senate in the 
same year, He isa Conservative in poli- 
tics, and personally very popular.

TALMAGE'S CHRISTMAS 
TABERNACLE, 


Tt Was Not Accident That Olirist Was 


a Stable—Tho Alleviator of 


Well as the He-

Suffering as 


BnooKnyn, Dec, 25,—Services today at the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle were jubilant. Profes 
sors Browne and Ali, with organ and cornet, 
were unusually powerful, and Mrs. Florence 
Rico-Knox sang three solos. The thousands 
of people who packed the church and all the 
approaches seomed to join in the great chorus: 

He shall reign from pole to pole, 
With illimitable-away; 

PO ehiall migo when, like a scroll, 
Yoouder heavens lave passed away. 

Rey, T. DoWitt Talmage, D. D,, took as 
tho subjoct of bis sermon, ‘'The Barn and Its 
Surroundings,” His text was taken from 
Whake ii, 15: ‘'The shepherds said ond to an 
other, Let us now go oven unto Bethlehem, 
and ¢ee this thing which is conte to pass.” 
Dr, Talmage said: 

One thousand years of tho world's exist- 
ence rolled painfully and wearily along, and 
no Christ, Two. thousand years, and no 
Christ. Three thousand years, and no Christ. 
Four thousand years, and no Christ. ‘'Give 
us 4 Christ,” bad cried Assyrian and Persian 
and Chaldean and Egyptian civilization, but 
tho lips of the earth and the lips of the sky 
mado no answer. The world had already 
bean affluent of genius. Among poets had 
appeared Homer and Thespis and Aristoph- 
anes ond Sophocles and Euripides and Alexis 
ZEscbylus, yet no Christ to be the most, poetic 
figure of the centuries’ Among historians 
had appeared Herodotus and Xenophon and 
and Thucydides, but no Christ from whom 
all history was to date backward and for- 
ward—B. C. and A. D. Among the con- 
querors Camillus and Manlius and Regulus 
an(i Xantippus and Hannibal and Scipio and 
Pompey and Casar, yot no Christ who was 
to be conqueror of earth and heaven. 

But the slow century and the slow year 
and the slow month and the slow hour at 
last arrived. The world bad bad matins or 
concerts in the morning and vespers and con- 
certs in the evening, but now it is to havea 
concert ot midnight. The black window 
shutters of a Deceinber night were thrown 
open, and some of the best singers of a world 
where they all sing stood there, and putting 
back the drapery of cloud chanted a peace 
antheni, until all the echoes of hill and yal- 
Jey applauded and encored the Hallelujah 
cborus. ; 

At last the world has a Christ and just the 
Christ it needs. Come, let us go into that 
Christmas scene as though we had never be- 
fore worshipped at the manger. Here is a 
Madonna worth looking at. I wonder not 
that the most frequent name in all lands and 
in all Christian centuries is Mary. And there 
are Marys in palaces and Marys in cabins, 
and though German and French and Italian 
ond Spanish aud English pronounce it dif- 
ferently, they are all namesakes of the one 
whom we find on a bed of straw with her 
palo face against the soft check of Christ in 
the night of the Nativity. .All the great 
painters have tried on, canvas to pre- 
sent Mary and her cbild and the inci- 
dents of that most famous night of the 
world’s history. Raphael in three different 
masterpieces celebrated them. Tintoret 
and Guirlanjo themselves in the 
“Adoration of the Magi.” Corregio needed 
to do nothing more than his ‘Madonna’ to) 
become Laie The “Madonna of the 
Lily,” by eon lo da Vinci, will kindle the 
admiration ‘of all ages. Murillo never won 
greater triumph by his pencil than in his. 
presentation of the “Holy Family.” But all 
the galleries of Dresden are forgotten when 1 
think of the smal] room of that gallery con- 
taining the “Sistine Madonna.” Yet all of 
them were copies of St. Matthew's “‘Ma- 
donna” and Luke’s ‘‘Madonna,” the iuspired 
Madonna of the Old Book, which we bad put 
into our hands when we were infants and 
that we hope to have under our heads when 
we die. 

Bebold, in the first place, that on the first 
night of Christ's life God honored the brute 
creation. You cannot get into that Bethle- 
hem barn without going past the camels, the 
mules, the dogs, the oxen. The brutes of 
that stable heard the first cry of the infant 
Lord. Some of the old pointers represent 
the oxen and camels kneeling that night be- 
fore the new born babe. And well might 
they kneel. Have you ever thought that 
Christ came, among other things, to alleviate 
tho sufferings of thé brutecreation! Was it 
not appropriate that'he rhould during the 
first few days and nights of His life on earth 
be surrounded by the on beasts whose

moan and plaint and lowing have 
for ages been a prayer to God for 
the arresting of their tortures and the 
righting of their wrongs? It did 


not merely “bappen so’ that the unintelli 
gent creatures of God Abould have been that 
night in close neighberbood. Not a kennel 
in all the centuries, not a bird's nest, not a 
wornout borse on towpath, not a herd freez- 
ing in the poorly built cow pen, not a freight 
car in suminer time bringing the beeves to 
morket without Whiter through a thousand 
miles of agony, not a surgeon's room witness 
ing the struggles of fex or rabbit or pigeon 
or dog in the horrors of vivisection but has 
an interest in the factthat Christ was born 
in a stable surroundel by brutes, He re 
members that night, and the prayer He heard 
in their pitiful moan ite will answer in the 
punishment of those who maltreat the dumb 
brutes, They surely have as much right in 
this world as wo have 

In the first chapter of Genesis you may seo 
that they were placed on the earth before 
man was, the fish and fowl created the fifth 
day, and the quadruped the morning of the 
elxth day, and man not until the afternoon 
ot that day.

We are told that comniercial ugion will 
be particularly benefical to the fafmers of 
the Dominion both eastand west. We see 
that the farms in Michigan re deeply 
mortgaged and a letter from Frauk Wilke- 
son, from Kansas tothe New York Times, 
shows tha. farms in that stato are also 
heavily mortgaged and that circumstances 
aro such that it is impossible to pay off the 
mortgager. Thisis what Mr, Wilkeson 
says; ‘‘ltis a financial impossibility in this 
era of agricultural competitive warfare for 
a farmer of average intelligence and skill 
who tills) farm of 160 acres of any land 
except corn land, to lift a mortgage of, say, 
$1, with money earned by growing 
staple oroys.”” Thisisthe picture which 
that writer gives of a Kansas town on a 
Saturday. ‘* It matters not how dull the 
town has been during the week, on Satur- 
day the stroots are crowded with people ; 
on that day chattels are sold to satisfy the 
overdue mortgages. At present these sales 
are numerous in the west, outside of the 
corn belt and a very large portion of these 
salesdo not realize sufficient to pay the mort- 
gages. Teams, waggons orhornedstock, which 
aix months ago were considered ample secur- 
ity fora loan of $100 to $150, frequently 
fetch at publisauction 26 per cent. less 
than the price of the mortgage.” The 
intereston these chattel mortgages Is from 
14 to 3 per cent. a month. The com 
mercial union which the state of Kansas 
enjoys snd profits by does not keep its 
farmers out of the clutches of the money 
lender. We know of no part of Canada 
where farmers are so badly off as those 
described by the Kansas correspondent of 
the New York Times.—Star. 

[The same, or worse, is true of Dakota. 
A gentlemen who is now in this city states 
tihat-tires yearwagoxhe and an associate 
bought 320 acres of cheice land, in south- 
ern Dakota, within five or six mijvs-of.a 
railroad, at $6.50 per acre ; but two seasons 
experience convinced him that he could 
not w wheat there at a profit. He 
woe bow gladly se! at half what the land 
cost, but there is no demand for land there. 
In Dakota, he says, almost every farmer 
is mortgaged up to the teeth.—Ep. Inratt-

A Warning to Ontario, 


With the exception of the utterance of 
Senator John Macdonald, who, with all

THE EFFECTS OF THE KECENT STORM LM 
THE MARITIME PROVINCES, 

Hauirax, N.S., Dec. 29.—One of the 
worst storms of the year raged from eleven 
Jast night until thrve this morning. The 
wind blew forty to forty-tive miles an hour 
moderating at elghto'clock to twenty miles, 
During the forenoon the weather quickly 
cleared and became very mild. Many 
wharves were badly damaged and vessels 
sustained considerabje loss, The schooner 
Helen, witha cargo of cod, owned by Sen. 
ator Archibald, filled and sank. The 
schooner Kate had her port rigging carried 
away. The brigantine Ida Maud collided 
with the schooner Otivia O. Mullen’ snd 
both were damaged. The Donaldson Line 
steamer Concordia, atthe deep water ter- 
minus, parted Jines suveral times and had 
a narrow escape. The Yarmouth schooner 
Arthur, from Prince Edward Island for 
Boston, isa total wretk at Gaudy cove, 
Liverpool. Thecrew had a very narrow 
escape. Her bottom is out and 7000 bus- 
hels of potatoes ate afloat, The wind blew 
a perfect hurrivane at Souris, P, EK. I, 
and the Lockport brigant‘ne Hattie B. 
Reck and the Montreal schooner Volaut 
parted chains, dashed ashore, and are to- 
tal wrecks. Both vessels were chartered 
to loag potatogs for the Uuited States. The 
crewr were rescued froui the wrecks with 
the utmost difliculty,
